Omahs (Neb.). September 29:h.—A t the 
National Woman’s Suffrage Asrociatim to­ 
day resolutions were adopted thanking Con­ 
gress for tbe appointment of a select weman 
suffrage committee iu the last House; thank­ 
ing Senators Lapbatn, Ferry, Blair and An­ 
thony for their report in favor of an impar­ 
tial suffrage amendment to the Constitution 
of the United States; that it is the para­ 
mount duty of Congress to submit a six­ 
teenth amendment, wcich shall Becure the 
enfranchisement of women ; that the Associa­ 
tion should labor for the submission of an 
amendment to the national Constitution pro- 
hibitirg States from disfranchising on ground 
of sex ; that the action of tqeS;ate Conven­ 
tions of the Republicans in Kansas and Indi­ 
ana, the Democrats in Massachusetts, and 
Anti-Monopolists in New York and Prohibi- 
tiomsts ia Ct icago, indicate a recognition of 
the strength and a near approach of a full re­ 
cognition of womau’s political rights; that it 
is the duty of the Legislatures of Iowa, Ore­ 
gon and Indiana to tatify the proposed wo 
man suffrage amendments, andathat the en­ 
largement of woman's political freedom in 
Iceland, Scotland, India and Russia, while 
refused these privileges, is more inconsistent 
in our republic.

The Pacific Coast River anil Harbor Im ­ 
provem ents—Report or Enginier Men- 
dell. 
W ashikgton, September 29th.—The re­ 
port of Colonel G. II. Meudell, engineer iu 
charge of the river and harbor improvements 
on the Pacific coast, has been received at tbs 
War Department. 
W ith regard to San 
Franci-co harbor, after speaking cf the ob­ 
structions of navigation by the foundering of 
the British steamer Escambia in the entrance 
to the harbor and a plan to remove the 
wreck, the engineer says : Oa February 1, 
1881, a report cf the causes which are tend­ 
ing to diminish, the commercial va'ue of the 
harbor was submitted to the Department 
in obedience to a resolution of the House of 
Representatives dated June 12. 1880. This 
report discus.-el all the information upon this 
subject available at that time, and pointed 
out tbe desirability of additional elim ina­ 
tions for the purpose of compaiiron with sur­ 
veys made in previous je.rs. The effect, if 
any, of certaiu deposits kuown to have oc­ 
curred within the bay upon the depth cf 
water in the bar at the entrance to the har­ 
bor, it is important to de'ermine. Tna last 
systematic survey was made in 1873. Com­ 
parative surveys at ether points within the 
harbor, particularly ia San Pablo Bay, at 
this point will be valuable, in giving aeon- 
tinuous history of the harbor, and to­ 
gether with au investigation of 
the 
sources which supply tl e 
material to 
make shoals may support the means of 
modifying in a beneficial way ti e existing in­ 
jurious tendencies. This harbor is peculiarly 
of national value, its position contr ¡ling in 
an unusual degree the commerco of the ad- 
jicert ocean, from the fact that it is the only 
commothus harbor iu a thousand miles of 
coast. It is thought the sum of 815 0C0 caa 
be profitably employed in obtaining inform i- 
tiou which would enable the inquiry of the 
House of Representatives to be satisfactorily 
answered. 
With regard to the improvements of Oik- 
laud harbor, the engineer says; The pr< ject 
consists in the extension of two storm jetties 
from the O.kland shore to twelve feet of 
water in San Fraacisca bay, ia the excavation 
of a chante! between the jetties and increase 
of a tidal prism. According to tho report, tbe 
jetties are well advanced and the channel is 
also in process of enlargement. 'The next 
operation to be undertaken is to provide an 
inc.-eaieof lid.l prism, to be accomplished 
by dredging the harbor and by connecting it 
by a tidal canal with the adjoining rstuary of 
San Leandro. The amount available of last 
year’s appropriation (S63.3S9) will be spp'ied 
to dredging the upper basin. Two lmtdred 
thousand dollars were npprcpria'eJ by the 
Act of August, 1882 Tbe amount required 
for the completion of the work is estimated 
at 81,044,559, and the engineer estimates that 
§400,000 can be profitably expended next 
year.Of the improvement and enlargement cf 
Wilmington harbor, the eugimer says the 
first step ought to be the excavation of the 
channel, to give it a dimejaion of 400 feet 
by 10 feet instead of 235 by 12 feet, as at 
present. The materia! obtained by this ex­ 
cavation is to bt deposited on lir eH of jslties 
extending into the hay of Sm Pedro. These 
jetties are then to hs raised with stone from 
Catalina Island, and as the project develops 
a stone jsr-ty instead. Dead Man’s Island is 
to be raised to the higb water mark. One 
hundred thousand dollars was appropriated 
at the last session for the work, snd it is 
thought it can be completed for 8191 756, 
which sum the engineer thinks can be profit­ 
ably expended next year. 
Bids have been invited, according to tbe 
engineer’s report, for the improvement of the 
channel in Sacramento river at Six-mile 
Bar, above Sacramento. Oa this improve­ 
ment he reports ; “ Regarding the impound­ 
ing of mining detri us as eeseu ial to the 
I rotection of these navigable channel-, it s 
proposed to apply a portion of the la-t apt re - 
priati m of Aueust. 18S2 to the , oueir:r’iun 
and repair of tho barriers iu the Yuba, B;ar 
and Arne;¡can rivers, eubstantiiily a» 
sketched in the report of January, 1882 
and the remainder to the inaintenmu e 
of a snag boat in the upper river. The 
appropriation aek-d for in this report is tn 1*) 
applied to the maintenance of a saag bo.t 
and the continuation ot the system rf ím- 
p Hiding mining detritus. 
Tee amona*, 
available for the work is §264 8S5, and it i: 
estimated that §30 009 can be expended next 
year.Aecomprmyirg this report is one from 
Assistant Engineer Smith, in charge of the 
snag-boat, in which he says ; “ It is expected 
that mure attention will b? paid ihis ycir to 
improving the deplh of water through the 
bars of the upper river, and it is though: three 
feet can be maintained from Sim Sou’s lar 
down, and thirty inches above this print to 
So taw Hill.” 
Wi*h regard to the improvement of San 
Josqu’n river, the report speaks cf the neces­ 
sity of continuing the dredging of Stockton 
and Mormon sloughs, owmg to the dennsits 
of silts and detritus. It is proposed in the 
present sea«on to make tbe last cf the cut­ 
offs which it is thought will be teressary to 
make in the river at D.vil’s Elbow. The 
Stockton and Mormon channels will be im­ 
proved by dredging. The upper river will be 
surveyed preparatory to this work in the low- 
water season, and a large number cf snags 
will be cleared away. Tbe amount sppropri- 
a!ed and available for the ( p 'ratine* this 
year is §45,078, and i. is esti mated that $100,­ 
000 can be profitably expended next year. 
Eeslsaation of Hecretary Felger— His 
rrolrable 
W ashington, September 29,h.—Agent Le­ 
man, who seems to have personal knowledge, 
says that the resignation of Secretary Folger 
is now in the hinds cf the Secretary of State, 
subject to the c tficial notification of his nom­ 
ination for Governer of New York, and hij 
formal acceptance cf the same. The fact 
that he has gone to Geceva, where he will be 
met by the committee, carry ing with him 
papers in large quantity of unfinished busi­ 
ness to be attended to there, gives, rise to the 
belief that he dees not intend to return to 
Washington, and that there is good founda­ 
tion for the statement abovi made. The po­ 


sition be pjaces himself in by hia hesitation 
ia announcing his parpóse to resign is very 
much regretted by his friends, who are as 
anxious as bis enemies here to have him give 
up the Treasury portfolio. Certain people 
who have pretty thorcnghiy canvassed the 
matter of Folger's successor have narrowed 
the number of th- se spoken of in that con­ 
nection dowu to two. These are New, of 
Indians, and Platt, of New York. Senator 
Jones, who ia a close friend of President 
Arthur, and who has also been spoken of, 
says he will not take the plice, for the rea­ 
son that if he would the Sen&torship from 
Nevada would be vacant, and might be filled 
by a Democrat. In view of this danger, it is 
thought probsble tbe President would not 
offer him the position. Secretary Chandler 
sayB there is nothing whatever in the state­ 
ment that he would probably be offered the 
office of Secretary of the Treasury, and adds 
that he does not believe tie President bas 
even considered the question of Secretary 
Folger’s successor.

T iif. I ncisors of t h e H ou se.—The in- 
csors of tbe horse, once worn down or lost, 
are gone forever, but in many epecies a 
provision exis's by which the wear and 
tear if mastication is compensated by the 
perpetual growth of certain members of 
the dental scries. This very cmvenient 
arrangement exists in all the rodents, or 
gnawers, an ord-r cf which the beaver, the 
rat and the rabbit are familiar examples, 
and also in the elephant, the wairus, wild 
boar, etc. Toe incisors of the rodcuts are 
the scat of this perpetual growth, and aDy 
one who will take the trouble to examine 
the skull of a rabbit will at once see how 
admirablv they are adapted to the animal 
wanta. They are of curved shape, and 
• occupy 
sockets 
extending 
to 
the 
back part of both jiws, the up­ 
per pair describing a larger part of 
a smaller circle, and the lower ones a 
smaller part of a larger circle. 
Each 
tooth consista of a solid column of den­ 
tine, with a plate of enamel in its outer 
surface, and, consequently, diminishes in 
hardness from fiont to back. The con­ 
stant wear produced by the continual 
collision of the opposing eurfscea forms 
an oblique chisel-like surface, sloping from 
the hard enamel of the front to the softer 
dentine of the back part of the tooth. 
As these are perpetually growing, they 
require constant exercise to keep their 
growth within dne bounds, and the rat 
and others of thia most mischievous fam­ 
ily might assign, as an excnae for their 
ravages, the necessity of finding constant 
employment for their front teeth,—[All 
the Year Round. 


Advlres from Egypt. 
Cairo, September 29;b.—Exploaions at thb 
railroad station continued at brief intervale 
for over three hours. The passenger station 
was eaved, but all the freight sheds, contain­ 
ing ten days’ provisions for the army and 
about two hundred trucks of ammunition, 
were destroyed. Five men were killed and 
twenty wounded. The fire was of ir,c9cdiary 
origin. Subsequent to the first explosion two 
Arabs were seized in the act of firing tracks ; 
a third escaped. The troops patrolled the 
streets last night. 
Daring the fire at the railway station two 
men with torches were arrested while at­ 
tempting to fire the adjacent quarters. 
The authorities consider the country gen­ 
erally so rapidly returning to a normal con­ 
dition, that a further di;play of force ia the 
provinces unnecessary. 
L ondon, Septtmber 29 ;h.—The Govern­ 
ment has telegraphe i Cairo, ordering an in­ 
vestigation of the explosion and a prompt re­ 
port of the result. 
The transport Car'hage has arrived at 
Portsmouth with 11 > fficers and 101 mea 
wcunded at Tel-el-Kebir. Five wounded died 
on the voyage. 
The Tinus says it has been decided to re­ 
tain for the present 12,000 men ia E;ypt to 
carry on aud consolidate the work for which 
Ihe suppression of Arabi Pasha does little 
more than clear the way. 
Cairo, September 29;h.—It is ertimatcd 
that fifteen days’ supplies for 25 000 men 
were de .troyed in the tire caused by the ex­

Walsh to mercy b.cause thero was no posi­ 
tive evidence that ha act-i-.lly fired the shots 
which caused KavanaugU’s Jra.i. Tno pris­ 
oner was very violent, aud ehouted loudly 
that a witness had given falsa evidence. lie 
was sentenced to be hanged October 28;b.

FREEHAND NOTES. 
[San Franrieco Correspondence of the Record-

San F rancisco, September 28, 1882. 
StraDge things had happened to Pittacns 
Green, and strange thiDgs have happened in 
California. For instance, the first aim ef the 
State is not exactly art for art, yet Cal­ 
ifornia is the cradle of a wonderful future 
revolution in one of the moat important 
domains of art, as many competent critics 
have already said. The Marquis of Lome 
epitomizes the m atter in his note of thanks 
to Governor Stanford for a copy of the 
“ Horae in Motion,” which Governor Stan­ 
ford sent him after the day spent at Palo 
Alto. Lord Lome writes : “ You iiave 
put new blood into horse-drawing, aud 
many a future painting must show evi­ 
dence of the study of your Californian 
thoroughbreds. ” 
However backward Californians at 
large may be in appreciation cf the test 
art, the Sacramento judges certainly 
showed themselves competent wheu they 
bestowed the gold medal upon 
KEITH, 
The moat inspired landscape painter we 
have. Apropos, there is a treat in store for 
art lovers. In October Keith has decided 
to make a grand sweep of hia studio, paint­ 
ings and [ketches, and after exhibiting 
them in the Art Association rooms, offer 
them for Bale. There are ardent studies in 
California, moist springs and fiery autumns 
at the East, landscapes swimming in the 
opal-lighted haze of Indian eumaicr, and 
storms in Maine with a livid bar oppressing 
the horizon, or the wonder of those atmos­ 
pheric ring3 relieved on gray clouds, as 
perfect as those thrown off by a loco­ 
motive or simple cigarette-man-power. 
Keith has a Turneresque passion and daring 
in loving aud attempt to paint particular 
atmospheric effects, and is successful iu a 
masterly degree. 
Ha has also Turner’s 
fearlessness iu the use of the mtenser colors 
of Lis palette. He can paint a hot day in 
San Rafael, bo that the air fairly trembles 
and the sky swoons to a dizzy violet, and 
then a dawn among gray rocks in the Yo- 
semite Valley, that drips with neutral- 
tinted dampness. The best charm of these 
studies to one who looks long, is an inward, 
spiritual grace beyond the scope of most 
landecapa painters. A darkly green tree 
throws a far-protecting arm strongly across 
the dry bed of a creek, and there is iu it a 
certaiu human impulse that would have 
saved the famished little brook from the 
sun, or would bless the place where two 
loungers were happy; for an hour—you and 
ycur Edwin, Angelina. Or he lets a sombre 
oak—he is very' sensitive to tree forms— 
spring firm and lonely ia the mjdst of 
A BLONDE STRETCH 
Of bleached ground, and the effect is of a 
misunderstood, proudly resisting and re­ 
served nature. The dreams his canvases 
inspire are not these brutally defined anal­ 
ogies either, but vague and inward, things 
that canDot lie described, only felt. Oae 
pessimistic composition 
realizes Miss 
Phelps’ phrase “ a passion of color.” Mr. 
Keith ,;eal!s it 
briefly anil comically 
“ Eggs'!” The sky is, in fact, a cosmic 
custard, a sunset of yellows gOEe distraught. 
The rest of the picture is one dreary, cow- 
incumbered marsh, and darkness momently 
threatens to involve the whole. So much 
lor description, but when did words ever 
bring the wonders of the world of 
form and color before the mind ? The 
strong desire that 
possesses one is to 
sort 
the sketches for portfolios, a 
California set, a Maine set—including 
three Mt. Desert views, little gems—a New 
Hampshire set, and so forth, and put them 
iu the library to fly to at special, inspired, 
hungry moments, and escape, as one does 
through the window of poetry, from life’s 
ugliness into a charmed world of beat and 
lisping leaves and all external nature's 
ecstasy of liberty. 
One is frequently impelled to give beaven 
thanks for man’s manifold nature. Born 
ia the same heart, of the same love, the 
self-game thrill stirs for wonderfully differ­ 
ent objects. One’s deep enjoyment of 
Keith's [ketches for example, does not pre­ 
vent one from tingÜDg to tho finger tips 
with pleasure before the love of gorgeous­ 
ness for its own sake expressed in 
THEODORE WORK'S 
New picture at Morris & Kennedy’s. 
It is a study of still life. Following 
his pre-Raphaelite 
proclivity — which 
suits the minute elaborateness of the 
work to a triumph—the artist has made the 
background two Japanese screens, edge to 
edge. One black satin, embroidered with 
two gold cranes—one of them too much 
brought out, by tho way—and a jointed 
golden reed from which a bird is taking 
flight. The waves of the sheet of satin 
are produced in a masterly manner. The 
other screen is “ old gold,” embroidered 
with the red Japanese quince b’ossom. 
The screens are hung directly behind a 
table on which, over an elevation in the 
center, a white satin drapery is disposed in 
stroDg folds. Oa the table stands a .1 apá­ 
rrese vase, ail red and gold, and white 
enamel, wonderful fcr roundness and 
smoothness. 
Into this vase has been 
thrust, as it were, a handful from that 
mournful offering in the B illad of Death : 
“ Slieave9 of brier ami many rustcJ sheaves, 
Rain-rotten in rank lands.

By the vase lies a boldly and successfully 
foreshortened Japanese lute, on the bydy of 
which a bronze monster, a death's head 
with a serpent twisting through mouth 
and eye-holes, grins horribly. By the 
broczs lie three roses which in some way 
give a sense of interruption, bringing the 
rustle of a skirt and a light laugh where 
they should not be—flowerets of Eden in­ 
truding on the somber trail of the serpent 
hors de propos 
the authors’ carnival 
Association has met and definitively de­ 
cided upon continuing preparations fcr 
that bewildering pageant. W hatever op­ 
posing elements clouded former primaries 
has exhaled, and all is limpid co-operation. 
W hat was the Botanical Garden of the 
Mechanics’ Fair will be turned into a Ja­ 
panese tea-garden, to be thronged with 
esthetic damsels in Japanese dress. The 
Directors have very wisely determined to 
have iroxt of their ep'ctacles npou the 
grand stage, for the benefit of those remote, 
unfriended beings who actually go to tho 
Carnival to see the tableaux, whose effect is 
frustrated by the bcoth?. Besides musio 
and oysters and tbe oth r old stand-bys, a 
Victor Hugo aud an Alexander Dumas 
booth promises drarcatia grouping and 
gorgcousnes?. To guide the numerous hu­ 
man wills that make up the inner ma­ 
chinery of tueh an undertaking as the Car­ 
nival, to condense the scattered rajs of 
floating capacities and form oce sun of rea­ 
sonable action, is a task whose magnitude 
that spoiled child, the Public, does not 
fully realize, nor should it, for its own 
peace. The shekels and unclouded good 
humor of the audience are what managers 
desire, and the needs of six noble chanties 
dignify whatever seems not wholly Ugh 
and wise when viewed apart from the cause 
which brings it into being. 


Two important decision* have been ren­ 
dered by the Supreme Court. 
The first 
was the case of the People vs. O'Neil, on 
appeal from the San Francisco Superior 
Court, criminal department. O’Neil was 
charged with robbery, and also with hav­ 
ing beeD previously convicted of petty lar­ 
ceny. He pleaded guilty to the previous 
conviction, but not guilty to the robbery. 
In impaneling the jury, defendant exer­ 
cised ten peremptory challenges, and when 
he attempted to exercise a like challenge 
on another juror, he was refused by the 
Court below. This was an error, the Su­ 
preme Court says, demanding a reversal of 
the judgment, as the punishment to 
the second offense charged on defendant, 
on conviction, is imprisonment for life, and 
the Penal Code allows twenty peremptory 
challenges in inch caaes. 
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THE NEW ENGLAND P&IMBR. 
A late number of the Congregationalist 
contains an interesting article upon some of 
the earliest primers in use in New Eng. 
land. A single copy of an Indian primer, 
compiled by John Eliot, and printed in 
Cimbridge in 1669, has been preserved. J. 
Hammond Trumbull, of Hartford, Conn., 
it appears, is of opinion that its contents 
are substantially the same as those of the 
earliest New Eogland primers in English 
before they were “ enlarged” and “ im­ 
proved” or “ adorned with cuts.” This is 
nearly twenty years older than the first 
New England primer which can be traced, 
and sixty-eight years older than the earliest 
now known to survive in a complete form. 
The New England primer of 1737, the 
Congregationalist says, has on the intidh of 
the first leaf, before the title, a wool-cut 
of “ King George the Second,” and on the 
reverse a ghastly image labeled “ The Pope, 
or Man cf Sin.” It has the “ great capital 
letters,” the “ small letters, the “ easie 
syllables for children,” and so on to those 
caterpiliary ones of (fix syllables each. 
Tden come the wood-cuts with their 
rhymes, beginning “ In Adam’s fall we 
sinned all ”—but stopping short of the late 
Dr. Taylor’s suggestion of the enunciation 
of the next stage of the same truth : 
In Cain’s murder 
We sinned larder. 
These are succeeded by “ The Dutiful 
Child’s Promises,” by “ An Alphabet of 
Lessons for Youtfi,” the Lord’s Prayer, the 
Creed, the Commandments ; six verses, 
“ one of which every child should learn by 
heart,” amorg which is “ Now I lay me,” 
etc., and another : 
Have cammuninn with lew, 
De intimate with ONE ; 
Deal justly by all, 
Speak evil of none. 
Then came prayers at lying dowu and for 
the morning, the names and orders cf tho 
books of the Old and New Testament, with 
“ Verses for Little Children,” beginniog : 
Though I am y o u a little one, 
And the hymn : 
Lord, if Thou lengthen my days, etc., 
followed, over leaf, by the famous and 
never to be forgotten picture of “ Mr. 
John Rogers, Minister of the Gospel in 
London, the first martyr ia Queen Mary’s 
reign”--his wife “ with nine small Children 
and one at her Breatt following him to the 
Stake.” Then follow the verses said to 
have been made by Mr. Rogers, as an 
“ Exhortation” (in later editions, “ Ad­ 
vice”) to his CDi'dren ; but which Mr. 
Trumbull shows were, iu fact, composed 
by Robert Smith, a cotemparary of Rog­ 
ers, and later a martyr also. Tho “ Shorter 
Catechism” completes tho book. Tbe next 
edition known to exist is called “ TneN tw 
England P. itner, Improved,” printed at 
Boston in 1768, and very considerably al­ 
tered from its predecessor. Dr. Trumbull 
points out that tbe “ Great Revival” had 
intervened betweet these two editions, 
aud he traces to the influence of this fact 
the obvious change whioh now comes over 
the spirit of the primer, which Í3 no longer 
primarily anti Papal, but evangelical. The 
Pope as a bug-bear is gone, and “ all that 
savored of worldliness, frivolity and vain 
imaginings,” was ousted by a substitute of 
a distinctively religious tone.

This “ improved” primer was issued in 
succeeding editions in 1770, 1776 and 1777. 


THE CONSERVATOIRE. 
The Conservatoire of Pari.», which was 
created during the great revolution of 1795, 
nearly ninety years ago, has witnessed ail 
the subsequent vicissitudes aDd changes of 
government—the Empire, the restoration 
of the Biurbons, the reign of Louis 
Philippe, the First Commonwealth, Louis 
Napoleon, the Second Commonwealth— 
and has throughout regularly received the 
State subvention, which of late has risen 
to £10.000 per annum. Tais subsidy owes 
its origin chiefly to the national love of the 
theaters, which also receive a subvention of 
public money, and the stage is the para­ 
mount object at which the gre atest amount 
of tuition is aimed, the production of lyric 
as well as dramatic artists. The chief aim 
th^re ia to establish and propagate a sys­ 
tem of musical education on euch a basis as 
to make ovary student who goes through 
the curriculum—if only he have commou 
sense and a strong liking for music—an ac­ 
complished musician ; to give him a knowl­ 
edge of everything required ia bis studies, 
and to send him out able to take a 
place 
in 
any orchestra, 
to 
appear 
on eny stage, or 
to 
be 
a 
first- 
rate oratorio singer, and so to acquire 
that príctico which can only be obtained 
by association with other artists, thus pav­ 
ing tha way for a proper musical career. 
Among its illustrious students, dead and 
living, Berlitz, Halevy, Adotphe Adam, 
Ileber, Gounod, Massenet, Masse, Bizet, 
Ambroise Thomas aud Leo Delibes have 
achieved a European reputation as compos­ 
ers, not to mention a host of instrumental­ 
ists of the highest order. Tne most salient 
point is the absolutely gratuitous nature of 
the instruction given. It is a free school 
with at present no less than 050 students 
and 300 supernumeraries. These last are 
pupils, or rather listeners, who, by the 
power of the director of any specific class, 
are admitted only for the spice* of one aca­ 
demical year. They are chosen from among 
the candidates seeking admission who show 
the most promise. No accommodation for 
boarding is provided under the roof of the 
Conservatoire; there are, kow enr, twelve 
pensions of the value of from £48 to £70 
per annum, which are annually awarded to 
the best students of siriairg intende i for 
the stage. Frequent and r evere examina­ 
tions, and public competitions, are features 
in the course of education at Fares. 
After each half year tho committee 
report on the progress, or want of 
progress, as the caee may 
b >, of 
every student. 
Besides this, at the 
examinations held in June, those who are 
to take part in the annual competitions 
are chosen, and also those whose studies 
are to be discontinued from want of ability. 
The culminating point in the student’s life 
is the Ccncocr?, which takes place in July. 
The subjects of competition are decided 
beforehand by an examining committee 
elected by the Director. 
.Students of the 
same sex and the same branch compete 
with each other ; those if bith bcxie meet 
only in the ar.mpetition in !yri:and dramat c 
declamation, but there are district re­ 
wards fcr male and female students. 
Every pupil who after studj ing three years 
bas not been admitted to tbe ConcourB ia 
dismissed from the Conservatoire, as are 
also those who after competing three turns 
have not wen a prizs or access!!. Stu­ 
dents of composition compete fir the Fiix 
de Rome at the Institute. 
This entitles 
the winner to study in Italy, or elsewhere, 
for four years at the expense of the French 
Government. 
At the public trials the 
managers of the theaters in the metropolis 
aud the provinces bid for and select tt me 
among both sexes who have obtained the 
principal prizis, but none are allowed to ac­ 
cept engagements without the express per­ 
mission of the D. rector.—[Sir Julius Bene­ 
dict.

For the seven months ended July 
31, ¡832. the exports of corn footed up 1 0 - 
523,791 bushels, a d««create of 79 per cent, 
from that exported duriog the corresponding

Jn ly 81. 1882, wheat exports footed up

sgainst 
67,417,721 
bushels iu the corresponding months of 1881, 
a falling off of 24 069,734 bushels, or 35 per 
c?nt. 
Taking up the value of provisions, we 
find that we exported $22,020 957 worth of 
bacon during the first seven months of 1882, 
as against $30,824 856 during the correspjad ­ 
ing period of the preceding year. 
A heavy 
loss is also ¿cored in daily products, butter 
having dropped in value of exports from 
$2 556 844 in 1881, to $852,127 in 1882 
We 
have this year the finest crops ever known in 
this country—no doubt existing as to any of 
the cereals, with the exception of corn—and 
tbe supposed shortage iu that crop, so liber­ 
ally written of, will most hkely bo completely 
wiped out when the returus from the Soufn 
are ail in. 
Heretofore we have been singu­ 
larly io the dark as to all Southern pioiuc- 
lions except cotton anti sugar ; now. however, 
we are to hive systematic reports from tLa; 
scctiuu which can but result in good.

N i' mhek of Species of th e Op.a m ;- 
Ot'TAXii —The num ber of species of the 
orang-outang has been placed variously at 
from one to four. 
The upholders of the 
onc-sptcies theory have doubted w hether 
tbe characteristics th at were regarded as 
ihdications of specific differences m ight not 
really have arisen from th e exam ination of 
skulls of different ages. 
To contribute to 
a solution of this doubt Frederick A. Lucas 
has exam ined tbe large collection of orangs 
of Professor H enry A. W ard, and com­ 
pared tbe notes taken by W illiam T. Horn- 
aday, 
while collecting orangs, and has 
satisfied him self th a t th e views of the ad ­ 
vocates of one species are correct. 
He 
previously believed th a t there were tw o 
species. 
H e add* to his notes on the sub­ 
ject the suggestion th a t “ they point clearly 
to th e fact th a t it is extrem ely dangerous 
to form a species from observations of one 
o r-tw o sknlls,” and th a t they render it 
very probable th a t many fossil species have 
been based 03 individual or sexual peculi­ 
ar! fiea. 


HOW THS WATERS COHii U? AT FUNDY. 


Everyone has heard of the wonderful 
tides iu the Bay of Fundy. 
By w sy of 
more direct illustration of the cause, let us 
suppose a boat to be rocked gently a t the 
m outh of a thallow ditch, wide at its o u t­ 
let, but converging som ewhat sharply to a 
point. 
The little wave, at first, perhaps, 
alm ost imperceptible, will quickly increa-e 
in hight nntil it rushes in a narrow ing but 
higher breaker to the d itch’s end. 
This 
essentially explains tbe bugb tidal waves 
of the Bay of Fundy. 
The estuary is sim ­ 
ply an extensive ditch in which a prodigi­ 
ous volume of w ater rushing from the-A t­ 
lantic pours along th e converging shores, 
steadily sw elling upw ard. 
One or two 
other rem oter influences may, however, 
affect the tide» of th e bay. 
A straight line 
draw n from Cape Sable on the eastern side 
of the bay to Cape Cod cuts off a great 
ocean bay some 250 miles long coastwise 
and ICO deep, w ith the Bay of Fundy at 
its upper extrem ity. 
The regular tidal 
current of the A tlautic is deflected n o rth ­ 
w ard from Cape Cod, so th a t th e Bay of 
Fundy, w ith its tw o converging prongs, 
acts as a kind of tidai funnel to a much 
larger funnel, and th e 
immense 
mass 
of A tlantic w ater m ust heap up until 
its equilibrium is reached. 
The tw o re­ 
m oter funnels or prongs, as we have de­ 
scribed them , called the Bay of Cbignecto 
and the Basin of Minas, of coarse receive 
relatively au even larger proportion of the 
flocd. 
They are the last of a triple series 
of sea funnels, a t whose upper ends the 
steadily converging tidal waves attain their 
greatest hight. 


THE TIDAL WAVE AT WINDSOR. 
Ju s t at this tim e at W indsor, on the 
river Avon, and a dozra miles from its 
m outh, is one of the best occasions to ob­ 
serve tlic grander phenomena of the Fundy 
tides. 
The Avon a t this point is a wide 
estuary varying from a quarter of a mile 
to a mile in w idth, fronted on one side by 
th e dikes of the farm ers, cn the other by 
the W indsor w harves. 
Stand now on one 
of the piers aud see the flood at its high­ 
est. 
I t is a bay of wide expanse and deep 
enough to float th e G reat E astern. 
A 
strong wind beats the surface alm ost into 
ocean breakers, and the dark-red w atars 
dash angrily over the p iirs and against the 
opposing dikes. 
Two long bridges span 
the turbid stream , which rises near to the 
plar It • and seems as though it would dash 
the structure away. 
T hrough 
sm aller 
stream s the flood penetrates far inland, and 
looking northw ard the whole 
country 
seems afloat as during a W estern freshet. 
The w ater here a t this phase of the moon, 
when ita attraction unites w ith th a t of the 
sun, rifes some forty feet from the river 
bottom. 
Tnis, then, is 


THE SPECTACLE 
A t high w ater. 
Come now and see the 
estuary when the tide ia out. 
The river is 
no longer a river a t all. 
A great chasm, 
half a mile wide and so long th at its ends 
are invisible, yaw ns a t one’s feet. 
Iu the 
center is a litt'e rivulet a few feet broad, 
which a child could wade. 
A t tbe edge of 
tho gulf is a precipice of red m ud. 
Tfien 
comes a steep slope ; then another preci­ 
pice, Bi.iii tm g finally to the stony bottom of 
tho channel. 
T ae vast gulch appears as 
though suddenly open.Q 
by an earth ­ 
quake, and ita n-uts and reaches of dark 
red mud give a secondary semblance to a 
h a'f-o o led Inferno. 
T tere is, too, a droll 
and iucongruoas side to tbe spectacle. 
E verything of hum an build ia so absutdly 
dispro ;ornonate to the meagre stream let 
th a t it seems as though man had lost his 
reason aod was m.- king ludicrously to il­ 
. me preparation against a rem ote and irn- 
palpa'ile foe. 
Tira tw o loog bridges arc 
spiders ou stilts, w ith no w ater “below, 
i he iliUea, reared w ith so much labor, are 
far inland, ami have no w ive to resist. 
Snips a t th e w harves rest on the edge of 
a m uddy ohtf, aud are se-m ingly as remote 
from navigation as the A rk on A rarat. 


JTIK LISE OF THE WATERS 
Presently comes a sudden change, 
Toe 
sluggish d rift of the sm all rivulet is stilled. 
A m om ent la tir its current tu rn s backw ard 
from the sea, sw elling in a few m inutes to 
a creek tw enty yards wide. 
T urn away 
now aud look again after a qu arter of au 
hour. 
The creek ha3 grown to a navigable 
river—restless, turbulent, foam -streaked, 
and half as broad as th e E ast ILver at 
Fulton Ferry. 
Now for th e n ext hour is 
the tim e to w atch the rise of th e w aters iu 
all tlrair strength and fury. 
Tne current, 
gaining velocity every rastant, rioes into 
undulating waves like those of the rapnis 
at Niagara. 
Surges of w ater half a:> acre 
;n extent a t places s sell from below and 
seen: to impose thr:*iselve3 on each other. 
A t tira boiling edges cf the stream is a 
stone or log ; a m om ent later and it is 
gooe. 
T ee w aters burst through th e piers 
of the bridges a3 if at the m outh of a flume, 
and streaks of foam hundreds of yarns long, 
trending dow nstream , m ark w here the cur­ 
rents Lave intersected. 
The whole effect is 
th a t ot a compound of N iagara rapids w ith 
A MAELSTROM, 
Only here is dark blood ia place of w ater. 
L ast night I tested hastily tb e rate of rise. 
On a sand slope which m ight be called 
steep I placed a m ark tw o feet from the 
edge of the flood. 
The w ater reached it in 
furry seconds by the w atch. 
U p a slope of 
200 feet face th- ¡ra gigantic fitty-tV it tid e 3 
cf the Bay of Funny will cii’nb a t the 
average rate of more than a foot a m inute, 
and som etim es much faster. 
One of the 
most interesting £ fleets of the first ap­ 
proach of the tide to its lower levels ap­ 
pears when it first reaches th e m ost de­ 
pressed part of a long sand-bank w ith per­ 
haps a large bario behind it. 
The w attrs 
cre«p up steadily until a little rill begins to 
pour over iu a m iniature rapid. 
Alm ost 
oefore one cau say it the rill has grow n to 
a rapid brook, and in a few m om ents more 
to a sw ilt dashing river, spreading rapidly 
at its lower end unlit the wide basin is 
covered. 
E relo n g , too, the whole sp it is 
under w ater, only signaltDg its presence by 
breakers ou th e surface of the now deep­ 
ening Hood. 
Ou some of these more level 
spaces, bu t still w ith a perceptible slope, I 
have seen the w aters clim b tw en ty -five feet 
in sixty seconds. 
THE llORE 
By far tho grandest of the tidal spectacles 
of Fundy ia the sudden rise of the w aters 
in a bore or tidal breaktr. 
A t M onckton, 
New Brunsw ick, tw enty-five miles from 
the Bay of Ghignecto, and ou a river of 
name as big as its tides, the w riter h id an 
opportunity, two or three evenings ago, to 
see the bore by bright moonlight. 
On the 
wnarves, at half past 9 yi the evening, had 
gathered a large crowd, 
draw n th ith er 
partly by the comrag bore, p arti / by the 
seductive rays ot the full moon, 
Tne tide 
in the river—at M onckton about a quarter 
of a mile wide— was still runniug out slug­ 
gishly, more than th irty feet below tne 
level of th e wharf. 
All at once far down 
stream came a d istant rum bling like the 
sound of a railroad train. 
A few tntoutes 
and a dark line crossed th e river ia the 
distance. 
Tne line grew to a foamy wall 
three feet high, sw ept up the naked fiats, 
and, ra a wild reach of w hite billows pre­ 
ceded by a brtaker, passed up-3treani. The 
w aters behind rose six feet lost&ntiy, and 
wnere before had been a lizy dowuw ard 
current was a raging sweep of m uddy water 
rushrag in the opposite direction. 
A t 
many places, parucularly on the fiats be­ 
low Truro, N . 8., on the Basin ot Minas, 
th e bore is m uch grandor thau a t Monck- 
ton. 
Som etim es it is eight feet high, and 
travels fifteen miles an hour. 
L irge fish— 
cod, shad, aud even the strong salmon— 
are occasionally dashed up by ic 
LIFELESS ON THE SHORES. 
It has been known to drown cattle, to 
wreck a large, laden schooner, acd to toss 
a craft as heavy» as a pilot boat high on the 
banks, 
upside down. 
Hogs rooting for 
clams on the sand-slopes have an instinct­ 
ive inkling of its far-distant coming, and 
run grunting to high land. 
N ot uncom­ 
monly the bore is followed up by flocks of 
sea-birds, seeking sm all fish, and one bold 
Bpeciea of the curlew variety has been seen 
caught in the boiling comb when rising 
from behind th e breaker, to seek agaiu its 
prey in front. 
Scientific light on the 
origin of the bore, or "e ig re ,” as it is more 
technically called, is ratncr dim. 
M aury 
and A nsted describe bores w ithout ex­ 
planation. 
Herschel and Somerville ex­ 
plain them , the one as the rusn of a sw ift 
tide against a river current, the other as 
the resultant of a tide rising rapidly a t a 
spot where the restraining lriction of the 
b o tto n is excessive. 
Perhaps we c m at 
once harmoniz - and illustrate both explana­ 
tions by im agining a pail of w ater dashed 
suddenly on a smooth floor, and the little 
breaker created in front of the tiny tide as 
analogous to the bore which sweeps over 
the upper flats of Fundy. Bores, however, 
are rare tidal curiosities, apparently only 
possible where 
the fieicest tides meet 
p-cnliar conformations of 
coM t.—[New 
York Post.

W ork, lairly proportioned to the powers, 
is good and healthy for the organism ; no 
m atter w hether it be brain-w ork or body­ 
work. 
The full exorcise of the powers, 
m ental and bodily, is desirable and im ­ 
proves them so long as the dem and is not 
excessive. 
B ut when the powers are called 
upon too freely, th ea danger looms ahead. 
Bodily fatigue m anifests itself in lassitude, 
in unti'-ness for exertioD, compelling rest 
until tbe sense of vigor is once more ex­ 
perienced. 
C ertainly, so far so good. 
B ut 
these sensations are not alw ays attended to, 
and too frequently are fought off by de­ 
term ination, and sometimes by resort to 
stim ulants. Baron Ju stu s von Liebig wrote 
th irty six years ago about the workm an 
who resorts to spirits in order to enable 
him to com plete his task : 
“ H e draws, 
so 
to 
speak, 
a 
bill 
on 
his 
health, 
which 
m ust 
be 
alw ays 
renewed, 
be­ 
cause 
for 
w ant 
of 
means 
he cannot 
take 
it 
u p ; 
he consumes his capital 
instead of his interest, and the reeult is the 
inevitable bankruptcy of his body.” 
The 
system contains a reserve fund of energy 
upon which we can draw in emergencies, 
and this is know n by the term “ physiologi­ 
cal capital.” 
The body income is paid in 
daily from the food we e a t ; the body e x ­ 
penditure is the daily outgoings. 
T he ex­ 
cess of income over expenditure is the 
body capital. 
W hen the outgoings are less 
than the incomings an accum ulation of 
capital takes place in th e body bank ; ju st 
as is th e case in th e money bank, when 
more is paid in than is taken out an accu­ 
m ulation follows. 
The excess is term ed the 
balance. 
Now, when business firms re­ 
duce their balance too far they are in dan­ 
ger of failure if any sudden and unforseen 
dem and be m ade upon them . 
In fact, if 
their balance be unequal to t he dem and they 
may become bankrupt. They usually meet 
the dem and by draw ing a bill payable 
a t a certain date. 
In 
the m eantim e 
th ey 
set 
to 
w ork 
to 
provide the 
m eans to m ett the bill w hen it falls due. 
If they succeed all is well. 
If their outgo­ 
ings ju st equal their incomings such accu­ 
m ulation ot means is impossible, and they 
become b a n k ru p t unless they succeed in 
practically staving off paym ent by m eeting 
th e bill coming due by draw ing another. 
Y et th e debt remains, and bill-draw ing is 
a costly device which means absolute ruin 
at no very d istan t period. 
B ut during all 
this |im e there is the grave danger oi eome 
new dem and, for which no sim ilar scheme 
will or can provide, for th eir credit is al­ 
ready m ortgaged up to th e hilt. 
Smash 
then they m ust. 
B ankruptcy is the n a t­ 
ural end of trading upon fictitious capital. 
Now, th is illustration will m ake clear to 
the reader w hat is here m eant about physi­ 
ological bankruptcy. 
I t means th e ex­ 
haustion of th e body capital and collapse 
before some new dem and.

If you have trouble to get your last 
year’s cat- p hot'b a p rfectly ol-an, after 
w <8 ling them thorou .My iu eu is and rins­ 
ing m clear wate r, chop a jiotato quite fine, 
mix it with a little warm water, put this in 
the bottle ati-1 a'.uke it well ; it will surely 
remove any foreign substance. 
Curry vinegar is made by adding three 
ounc-s of curry powder to one quart of vine­ 
gar; let it staad in atov-red earthen dish or 
jar near the lire : -r three day*. 
This gives 
an excellent fLv r to ail kinds of sour 
pickles. 
Kemeiniser, when using it, th at a 
little goes a great way. 
I t is a gi o 1 plan when baking new pota­ 
toes to turn them occasionally in the oven, 
as the skin is so thin that there is danger 
of their burning oa one aide before they 
are done on the other. 
If they are very 
smaV, bake them in a dripping pan ; i; you 
do this you will not need to turn them, but 
give tLe pan a shake once m a while. 
If vegetables that are to be pickled arc 
put in'o cold Balt an l water, and arc grad­ 
ually brought to the boiling point, it is not 
necessary to let them lie the customary 
three days iu cold salt and water. 
The 
right proportion to use is one-quart r of a 
pouud o; salt to one quart of water. 
It is 
sometimes a great conven:: une to be able 
to do up the pickles in one day. 
Peach fritter*, served with cream and 
sugar, are an excellent substitute for pastry 
at dinner. 
M aka a batter as for ordinary 
fritters—of sweet milk, flour, and baking 
pow dtr—and if you choose to add one egg 
to each pint of nulk it will improve the 
dish. 
Peel and quarter aa mauy peaches 
as you wish to out in—the more tho bet 
ter, as the peaches shrink in cooking. 
Drop by spoonful? in hot lard, fry till 
brown, and serve warm. 
N eat and pretty bureau covers are made 
of white monde cloth. Trim the edge with 
antique lace of such quality and width as 
your purse allows. 
This cloth will be 
found to be very serviceable, as it looks 
well after it is washed, and it needs no 
lining. 
Sreyra abo makes pretty covers ; 
these should be trimmed with torchon, and 
they raav he lined with bright-colored 
silesia. 
I’ink the edge of the silesia, and 
let it came to the scallop of the torchon. 
Two rich, somewhat extravagant, but 
delicious cocoauut pies can be made by 
following these directions : Grate one pint 
of freaii cocoanut quite flue ; 
beat ouc- 
quarter of a pound of butter and one of 
sugar to a craam-lik3 froth ; a Id a tumbler 
(of ordinary s z ) full of wine, strongly tts- 
vored w ith rose water ; stir ia the cocoa- 
nut, and, lastly*, put in the whites of five 
eggs, beaten to a froth. 
These pies should 
be baked in deep plates, with a thiu lower 
crust. 
A delicate cake is made by beating five 
eggs very light ; b-at the whites and yolks 
separately*, and if the yolks are at all 
lumpy, strain them. 
B at three cups of 
powdered *>.igar and one of butter to a 
cream ; add one cup of sweet milk, four 
cups of sifted tl ur iu which you have 
mixed one tear pon,i ful and a half of baking 
p r.vdo - aad the juice and the grated peel 
of one lemon. 
Put the whites of the eggs 
iu lu t 
Bake iu a moderate oven in ouo 
larg ■, round loaf, or iu two long, narrow 
tins. 
Small new potatoes are often wasted by 
a circle:-» conk, who is usually in a hurry, 
aud who does not know how to use them 
to good advantage. 
Here is an excellent 
way to prepare them : 
Remove the skins, 
ueing a very sharfi knif*-, so as to take off 
as little as possible of the potato, 
llave 
hat iar.f ia the kettle in which you fry 
cak. s. 
\Va»h the potatoes, wipe them dry, 
then drop them into the hot lard. 
Th -y 
will require from twenty to twenty-five 
minutes to cook, an 1 should be of a delicate 
brown. 
Turn them often. 
A delicious pudding is made by taking 
eight or nine good-siz-d and tart apples; 
peel them and cut out the cores, leaving tne 
apples whole. Fill the space thus made with 
sugar and a little grated nutmeg or cin­ 
namon. 
P u t them ia aa earthen biking 
dish, to large that the apples will cover the 
bottom only. 
Then make a rich custard, 
alio ■.ing four or five egg? to one quart of 
milk ; sweeten to your taste. 
Pour this 
over the apples, and bake until they are 
ten d er; try them with a broom splint. 
Serve with cake or with sweet biscuit. 
A delicate frosting for loaf cake is made 
of half a teacupful of water, three cups of 
sugar, and the whites of two egg*. 
Boil 
the sugar and water till it is white and be­ 
gins to look like wax. 
Beat tho whites of 
tlit eggs, and, taking the syrup from the 
fire, stir in the eggs and beat them in it till 
the syrup is cool. 
When cool add half a 
pound of sweet aim aids—blanched an 1 
powdered or chopped fine. 
For a small 
cake half the quantity here given will be 
snflici'nt. 
In place of the aim mas you 
may, for the salie of variety, chop a quar­ 
ter of a pound of citron very fine, and beat 
in the fruiting. 
This makes a nice tiding 
f r layer cake. 


A pretty tidy is made of pale blue Java 
canvas ; choose that which ia ail wool, a* 
.t will not tad», and will wear well. Fringe 
it out around the e !g« to the dep'h of two 
inches. 
Iu the center apply a round fan 
cut from cr< am-colored felt. 
Catch it to 
the canvas with fine stitches, aud orna­ 
ment iu any style you please, using a good 
deal of scarlet embroidery silk to brighten 
it. 
I d each corner apply smaller fans of a 
diff.rent shape. 
Make stichea in lines 
upon them so that they will appear to be 
half or whoby spread. 
For anything so 
sirnvie, and requiriug bo little time and 
skill to make, this is very effective. 


To prevent soar'rt flmnel or worsted 
goods of ar.y description of this color from 
fa ring when waslthd, take this precaution : 
Mix a ra ’i a cupful of fl ur with a quart 
of cold water, let it boil for ten or fifteen 
mientes, then mix with the warm suds in 
which the article is to be washed ; squeeze 
and rinse up and down repeatedly instead 
of rubbing on a rubbing-board. 
If much 
soiled, wash ia two or three waters, always 
taking care t-j have tr.em of the same tern- 
per.-,ture, if possible, and j ust cool euough 
to put your hands ia comfortably. 
Make 
the suds before pnttiog the garment in, 
and avoid if you can ruL’nog »--ap on it. 
Rice hlta -maug?, wuioii is aiike refresh­ 
ing to the well man aod the tick, and wnich 
is very n -urishing, ;? made ol one quart of 
sweet milk, if possible a little cream al o, 
and two-*.birds of a cup of ground nee. 
Heat the miik to t :e h-uim* print before 
putting the rice in ; wa-h toe rice first and 
drain off the water. 
Af .: r it is put n tae 
m k m ast he stirred ev».*-y mom-n“, as 
there i* great d»n_*rof it burning. Jf ,os 
siblc, cook it in a farina k tie. 
Boii it 
for half an hour, or 
until 
it 
is so 
thick te a t you an m re i* w.ll be i.a-J in 
the mold. 
Flavor it wirh vanilla, lemon 
or rose water. 
Scrv. wi b raspberry jsfiy 
or with cream * u i sugar.—[New York | 
Pest. 
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Upon What 
the W eatherwlse oí New 
Hampshire Base Their “ Probabilities.’* 
The Chief Signal Officer at W ashington 
is seeking material for a collection of 
“ popular weather sayings, proverbs and 
prognostics used throughout the country 
and by all classes and races, including In ­ 
dians, negroes and all foreigners.” 
Our 
readers may be interested to see a collection 
made in New Hampshire for his use. 
We 
do not vouch for the correctness of the 
prognostics, but give them ai given, and 
the reader may judge for himself as to 
their value. 
The chief interest they will 
have to readers in California, where the 
seasons are eo very different from those on 
the Atlantic coast, is found iu their oddity, 
and as illustrating a certain degree of 
superstition that has petrified into a sort of 
proverbial weather philosophy. 
As a list 
of curiosities, therefore, we present them 
in full to the readers of the R ecord- 
U n i o n : 
1. A halo aronnd the sun indicates that 
there will be rain or snow soon. 
If the 
sun rises clear and soon goes into a cloud, 
it will rain before night. 
If the sun ehines 
while it rains, it will rain the next day. A 
sun dog, or mock sun, indicates that there 
will be stormy weather very soon. 
2. One Saturday change of the moon is 
enough for seven years, as there is always 
a severe storm after it. 
The nearer the 
time of the moon’s change to midnight the 
fairer will the weather be during the seven 
days following. 
The nearer to midday the 
phases of the moon happen the mere foul 
or wet weather may be expected during the 
next seven days. 
The space for these 
calculations is two hours before and two 
hours after midnight and noon. 
A halo 
around the moon indicates a coming storm. 
The number of stars 3eeu within the circle 
shows the number of days before it will cc 
cur. 
If the new moon stands upright, to 
that the crescent will nut hold water, there 
must be raiu, as the water collected will be 
poured down. 
Grain should always be 
euwn ia the new of the moon, that it may 
grow with the increase of the moon. 
The 
same rule shou'd be observed in plant­ 
ing flower slips. To kid hushes they sliould 
be cut after the full of the August moon, 
when the figu is in the heart. Pigs and hogs 
should always be killed during the increase 
of the moon, or the pork will diminish in 
bulk while cooking 
3. The aurora borealis always indicates a 
change of weather, acd if it is very red the 
w»a*tier will be very cold. 
If there are do 
falling stars to be seen on a bright summer 
evening, y ou may look for fine weather. If 
there be many falling stars oil a line sum­ 
mer's eve, you may expect thunder and 
heavy rain. 
4. “ If you go to the foot ot the raiu- 
bow, where it touches the earth, you will 
find a pot of gold.” 
When there is a rain­ 
bow iu the morning, there will be rain 
soon. 
When there is a rainbow at night, 
it will not rain the next day. 
" A rainbow in the morning 
ts the Bailor’* waruinx; 
A rainbow at iii|-ht 
Is the sailor's delight.” 
5. A sheet of fog along the river in the 
morning indicates that the day will be a 
hot one. 
W hen the fog settles on the 
mountain ia tne morning, it will certainly 
rain before night. 
“ When the fog goes up 
the mountain, you may go hunting. 
When 
it comm down the mountain, you may go 
fishing.” 
In the former case there will be 
flue weather ; in the latter, rain. 
0. When you feel the dew falling heavily 
in the evening, you may bo sure it will be 
fair next day. 
Wnoa in the m irning you 
see the ground covered w ith webs, covered 
v, ith dew and no dew on the ground around, 
it is a sign of raiu before night, for the 
spiders are putting up umbrellas. 
But 
others say, “ When the spiders put out 
their sun-ehades, it will be a hot day.” 
7. If the sky is very red in the west ia 
the eveniug, the weather will be fair next 
days. 
If it is red in the east in the morn­ 
ing, it is a sign of a storm. 
If in the 
evening it is deep red low down in the west 
and black above, it ia a sign of wind. 
If 
very black, a very high wind. A mackerel 
sky ia the west indicates rain. 
If there 
be a sheep sky, or white clouds driving to 
the norih west, it will be fine for some dayr. 
" Great clouds like an oid mare's 'ail. 
Make great tthipi carry lo-v sail.” 
8. W hite frosts 
on 
threo succeáíive 
nights indicate a thaw. 
If the ice crack 
much, you may expect the frost will con­ 
tinue. 
9 When there are black clouds in the 
north there will be enow. 
If on a fair day 
in winter a white bank appears low in the 
south it is a sure indication of snow very- 
soon. 
If snow fall iu large flakes and they 
increare in size there will be a thaw. 
10. If rain commences before daylight it 
will hoid up before 8 o’clock A M. 
If it 
begins about noon it will continue through 
the afternoon. 
If not tili ó o’clock P. M. 
it will rain through the night. 
If it cum 
menees after 9 o’clock P. M. it will raiu the 
next day. 
It it clears off in the night it 
will rain the next day. 
" !i it rains bof-in seven 
It will stop btiiorc eleven.” 
If the wind is fiom tho northwest or 
southeast the storm will be short ; if from 
the northeaot it will be a hard one ; if from 
the northwest, a cold o n e ; if from the 
southwest, a warm one. 
After it has been 
raining gome time a blue sky iu the south­ 
east indicatea that there will be fair w. atfu-r 
soon. 
A lter it has been raining some time 
“ if you see enough blue ia the west to 
make a Dutchman a pair of breeches,” it 
will soon clear off. 
11. “ If it thunder in the morning it 
will be fearful before night.” 
“ W inter 
thunder is to old folks death and to young 
folks plunder.” 
12. A south wiud brings rain, a north­ 
east wind a severe storm, and a northwest 
wind fair weather. 
If the wind veers 
round with the sun there will be fair 
weather. 
If the wind starts up while it is 
raining it will blow the rain clouds away 
and there will be fair weather. 
13. The following are said to be sign3 of 
rain : 
If bats fly low and come into the 
house ; if cattle lie down iu the morning 
and chew the cud ; if horses toss their 
heads, sniff, and are very uneasy ; if rats 
and mice are restless and squeak ; if swine 
are uneasy, grunt loudly aud squeal; if 
cats and dogs eat grass and sheep spring 
about more than usual. 
So also the pro­ 
verbs : 
“ When the ass b gins to bray, 
We surely will have raiu to day." 
And 
" When the doukev b'ows his horn 
'Tis time to house your hay ami corn.” 
W hen in winter the pigs rub against the 
side cf the pen it is a sure sign of a thaw. 
14. Before rain cuckoos sing, ducks and 
other fowls pick up and oil the-r feathers, 
Guinea fowls are noisy, owls hoot, peacocks 
squall, quails whistle, crows caw, swallows 
fly low, aud water fowls scream and plunge 
into the water. 
If birds flock together iu 
September, it is a sign of a coming storm. 
If crows are seen going south in fall it is a 
sit*n of colder weather ; but if uoith there 
will be warm weather. 
It wild geese come 
from the north early in the fail, it is a sign 
of a i early w inter; if they go north eorly 
ia the sprmg, it is a sign tnat the wimcr 
is broken. 
Toe I’i-'vhe bird, or pewee, 
sings before warm weather. 
10. Fish bite beat before rain. 
ltj. Frogs and tree toads peep before 
rain. 
If a lt-ech be kept in a glass jar 
partly filled with w at-r, while it lies curled 
up at the bottom cf tne jar there will be 
fair weather, but before rain, wind or snow 
it will be agitated, and will rise to the sur­ 
face, and if it comes entirely out of the 
water you may expect thunder. 
17. Before rain auts are bustling and 
active, aud will carry their eggs from place 
to piece ; bees are busy, but do not go far 
from their hives ; crickets sing and try to 
get into the house ; flies are very annoying 
aad bite sharper than usual ; and spidcra 
sp.n gossamer webs in the air. It ants clear 
tm-ir boles and pile thedu3t nigh before 11 
o’clock A M it will be fair the rest of the 
da . 
13. If the leave? of maples aud other 
trees turn up «0 as to snow their under side 
it is a “ign ot rain. 
Dandelions, tulips and 
other fl vers cone up before rain.

SCIENTIFIC GOSSIP. 


Some wines, especially those of Bor­ 
deaux, are eaid to be richer ia iron than 
most of tho chalybeate springs. 
The Scientific American attributes the 
establishment of the first telegraph line in 
thÍ3 country and oa Long Island to H arri­ 
son A. Dyar. 
China is to establish a coast meteorologi­ 
cal service with the assiataace of Sir Rob­ 
ert H art. 
Mr. K n ip p in g is organizing a 
storm -w arniD g system in Japan. 
On the authority of Prof. Maudelin it is 
asserted that the Viola syrtica, the Viola 
tr.: color and the Viola arvensis contain not 
less than ,0S3 to .114 per cent, of salicylic 
acid. 
Dr. Andrics and M. Faye both agree that 
cyclones, tornadoes and trombes are oue 
aud the same mechanical phenomenon, and 
that their powerful action is due to the 
force in upper currents. 
For the first five months of this year the 
Parisian company for lighting and heating 
with gas have received $(i, 125.075, or an 
increase of 7 S2 per cent, over the amount 
received during the corresponding period of 
last year. 
For last year the world’s production of 
lead is estimated by H err Laudsberg at 
■440,000 toas. 
Chiua and Japan are not in­ 
cluded as producers of this metal, although 
the probability is that their output of lead 
is very large every year. 
There ia a brewery near Berlin that man­ 
ufactures every year about 92.000 barrels 
of beer. 
All the buildings are connected 
with electric wires, aud the head brewer 
can sit in his room aud there c./ntrol the 
whole of the operations of malting, kiln- 
drying, mashing, cooling, fermentii g, etc. 
The waste of tne wild cocoons gatm-red 
ia the woods of China, Japan and A ustra­ 
lia is made into a felt one half the f ize of 
hair felt, aud is used for the manufacture 
of hats and for furnishing purposes. It has 
the peculiar bright color of silk, aod it is 
sometimes used with hair, wool, cotton and 
other substances. 
The heart of the city of Cleveland is 
traversed by a system of bridges, which 
carry the tracks of the New York, Chicago 
aud St. Louis Railroad above the streets 
aud all other thoroughfares for about a 
mile. 
This elevated road cost a quarter of 
a million dollars. 
The first tram passed 
over it from Chicago to New York on Au­ 
gust 30th. 
There is a substance called cotton-velvet 
made in China. 
It ia very soft and dura­ 
ble. 
Generally it is dyed of a d irk blue 
color, in a solution of one part of indigo to 
thirteen parts of water having a small ad­ 
mixture of w ire and lime. 
After the vel­ 
vet has been allowed to soak iu this solu­ 
tion for about half an hour it ia wrung out 
aud dried in the sun. 
Tnis process is re­ 
peated eleven times, and finally the tex­ 
ture is dampened carefully with a spray of 
slightly acidulated water. 
Some time ago Dr. J. Van der Ilcrghe was 
struck with the constancy of tho propor­ 
tion of copper found in bread, and made 
au examination of wheat. 
In 1,000,000 
parts of the grain there were 9 24 of metal- 
lie copper, and oats yielded 10.S parts iu 
the fame quantity. 
He made, of course, 
the usual preliminary tests to ascertain the 
purity of his reagents, and he took care that 
his gas-burners were made of iron. 
Even 
the porcelain capsule was supported ou a 
platinum triangle. 
The Sanitary Eeyh , r ray .he substitu­ 
tion of electric lighting by the u*e of two 
machines driveu by one en g in e, instead of 
gas, at the South Kensington Museum, Lon­ 
don, has rafuLcd in a raviug ij the work­ 
ing exp-nses at the rate of J*l>,700 a year, 
o.- su re than $112 f - r annum for each 
lamp. 
IJo to the end of last year the 32 
Is mi is illuminating the 
Lird I’resiJeat’s 
Court and the ¡Sneepshauk.s and Raphael 
Galleries had liceo at work for eix months, 
or 345 hours of lighting. 
Tul* is an interesting piece of informa­ 
tion from the P/uirm Zeitung : I’iace a 
watch, with the case open but ifie Works iu 
motioD, in a vessel so that the watch will 
be completely covered with be-z ne. After 
three hours it wil, ha found that - :e watch 
has been thoroughly cleaned. 
Tne vessel 
should be covered with parchment paper, 
and the watch, before it is 
removed, 
should be shghtly agitated. 
Lastly, the 
watch is laid in benzine again, hut this 
time a little petroleum oil ia aoded in order 
to lubricate the machinery. 
Malaria and its causes have been inves- 
tigat- d by l ’rotcsscr Tucci, of the district 
of old Rome. 
He believes liiat he finds 
the reason of the superior sanitary condi­ 
tion of the A-, ro Romana iu a icisat days in 
the system of deep drainage practiced by 
the Romans, their sewers beiug often at a 
level oí fifteen meters below the surface of 
the ground. 
The superficial drainage of 
the present day, he thinks, can scarcely be 
more salubrious than the stagnant waters 
above ground, b cau3e of tne combined 
action of the water and the atmosphere 
upon the tufa which lies beneath the sur- 
fice of the soil.

A B t \i*TiFCL E x p e r im e n t .—A curious 
aud little-known experiment, showing the 
resistance of the air in guns, is described 
by Professor Daniel Colladon, of Geneva. 
He was long in the habit of showing it to 
his classes. 
I t resembles a feat that w-as 
sometimes performed by soldiers with tbe 
old Swiss carbines. 
M. Colladon fully- 
charged with compressed air the hollow 
iroa breech of an air gun, serving as reser­ 
voir. 
Having screwed up the gua he in­ 
troduced a round lead ball, running freely, 
but nearly filling the bore ; then, placing 
the gun vertical, he seized the'tipper end 
and pressed his thumb vigorously on the 
mouth. 
The gun was then “ fired” by an 
assistant ; the thumb remained in position, 
and the ball was heard to fall back in the 
bore. 
Thereupon, after recharging the 
breech and with the same ball, he shot the 
latter at a pine board about .4 inch thick, 
or a pane of glass, and it passed through. 
The experiment, M. Colladon says, is with 
out danger, if the operator is eure of the 
strength of his thumb, if the gun is more 
than 32 inches long, and if the ball is 
spherical aud nearly tills the gun (in which 
it must act like a piston). 
Toe least un­ 
certainty in the very vigorous pressure of 
the thumb and hetmetic closure of the gun 
may entail serious injury to the thumb. 
While M. Caliadon has repeated the ex­ 
periment twenty or thirty times without 
the least inconvenience eithc-r from shock 
or heat, a trial of it is perhaps hardly to 
he rccom nunled.—[Nature. 


CARP CULTURE. 


How t h e C h in e s e M a k e D w a r f T r e e s. 
—W e have known ¡rom our c .lhihood how 
the Chinese cramp their women’s feet and 
so manage to make them keepers at-home ; 
but how they grow miniature pines and 
oaks in flower-p its for naif a century has 
always been much of a secret. 
They trim 
first and last the seat of vigorous growth, 
endeavoring to weaken it as much as may 
be consistent with the preservation of 'rife. 
Take a young plant—say a young seedling 
or cutting ol cedar—when only two or 
three inches high, cut off its tap root as 
soon as it has other rootlets to live upon, 
and replant it in au earthen pot cr pan. 
The end of the tap-root is generally m ale 
to rest on a stone within it. 
Alluvial clay 
is then pat into the pot, much of it in bits 
the Bizt) of beaus, and just euough iu kind 
an ! quantity to furnian a scanty nourish­ 
ment to the plant. 
W afer enough is given 
to keep in growth, but not enough to excite 
a vigorous nabit. 
So, likewise, iu the ap­ 
plication of light a n i heat. As the Chinese 
pride tbemeelves on the shape of their min­ 
iature trees, they use strings, wires and 
pegs and various other mechanical contriv­ 
ances to promote symmetry of habit or 
fashion their pets into odd, fancy figures.

To stock a small pond for 
breeding purposes ‘ you need about six 
fishes—two females and four males.

They do not cohabit, 
but the males follow after the females and 
impregnate tho eggs as they are spawned. 
Y ou will always observe two males follow­ 
ing after one female that ia spawning, 
otherwise a great many of the eggs would 
be missed acd come to naught. 
The num ­ 
ber of eggs that a single fish will produce 
is astonishing. 
When I had only two 
young females I raGed from 2,000 to 3,000 
fish each season. 
I presume I might as 
safeiy calculate oa from 2,000 to 10 000 
young fry here as they do ou 25,000 in 
Europe.

ABUNDANCE OP EGOS 
In a carp Í3 very great, and it is this cir­ 
cumstance that wiil explain its extraordi­ 
nary increase, a fish weighing from four to 
five pounds contains on au average from 
400 000 to 500,000 eggs. 
Other statements 
figure still higher. 
The greatest number 
of eggs that I have any- account of being 
taken from oae fiah was at the Vienna Ex­ 
position, which was 8,700,000. 
The fish 
that these were taken irom weighed twen­ 
ty four pound?,and the roe, cr eggs, weighed 
twelve pounds. 
Tt.ese fish a re tw o je srs 
oid when they begin to spawn. There may 
be one, now atui theu, that will spawn 
sooner, bat not more than one ia a hun­ 
dred, altnougli 1 have seen a piece going 
the rounds ot the pre-s taken from a Stock- 
tou paper, speaking of Mr. Morley’s in­ 
crease of carp which he obtained of me. It 
stated that they were yearlings when ob­ 
tained, iu the December previous (which 
was true), and repres-eutiug them to have 
spawned at one y tar of cge, when, in fact, 
they had to be one year old before they be­ 
came yearlings, and at spawning time were 
two years oid. 
In a good warm pond, 
where fish have remained all winter, they 
may cammeace to spawn as early as the 
first of April, aud contiuue until August, 
but if transported late in the spring, it will 
set them back in spawning, weeks or even 
mouths, and I think sometimes lha entire 
season. 
I have an account of two lots that 
1 have shipped failing to increase, anu the 
parties receiving them supposed I had made 
a mistake aud snipped them either all males 
or all females, whurii I think hardly proba­ 
ble, as 1 am very careful to pair them, un­ 
less otherwise instructed. 


TH EN AGAIN 
They may have spawned and the eggs have 
been destroyed by crawfish, waterdogs, or 
other fish, or something of the kind, all of 
which are ravenous afitr th:m , aud against 
which they should be well guarded. Again 
it may have been that the before mentioned 
aquatic vegetation was wanting, or the 
ponds so small th at the old tisft in swim­ 
ming and rooting about may have dis­ 
lodged the eggs aud they have gone to tho 
bottom and perished in the mud. 
Where 
a man has a very smal place to keep his 
fish in, the better way would be to pur­ 
chase whatyouug fry ins place will ¡.npport 
instead of propagating them. 
In this way 
he can keep quite a numuer of them in a 
good-sized tank or small pond (if- 
has 
been stated that they are grown in w ash- 
tubs in C lina), aad as they are u?ed out 
they can be replenished at a trifling ex­ 
pense. 
There should be one in each dis­ 
tilo: or county who would grow tho young 
fry for others. 
In that way mauy can 
have them where it would be difficult 
otherwise. 
During the spawning season a 
perceivable change takes place in the male. 
Fioluherences like w arts appear on the ikiu 
of the head ano,back, ami disappear upon 
the expiia-.ion of th at period. 
Some tune 
before the tpawning sea on sets in, the 
falling out ot the pharyngeal teeth takes 
place; these grow acow every year. 
Some 
days oetore spawning the tiilu’s show an lu- 
creuied vivacity ; they rise more often 
from the depths below tc the surface, 


FOLLO WED BY TH E MALES. 
This is called runuing-spawmug, aud is 
more frequent in warm than in rainy or 
windy weather. 
The females prefer spots 
which are overgrown with gra ses and 
other aquatic plants. 
The male fishes fol­ 
low close to the very water’s edge, as far 
as the diminished depth will allow them. 
They loce ail their timidi.y, no that tiiey 
inay be taken very easily. 
They las i the 
water in a lively way, twisting the pos­ 
terior of the body energetically, and shoot­ 
ing through the water near its surface with 
short, tremulous movements of the lius. 
They do so ’u groups of two or three males 
to oue female fish, forming almost a com­ 
pact mass. 
This is the moment when the 
leuiaies drop their eggs, which are imme­ 
diately impregnated by the uniter. As this 
process is repeated several 
times, the 
lemaie drops probably only from 400 to 500 
eggs at a time, in order to gain resting 
time, so that it will require days and weeks 
before it has given up its last eggs. 
The 
eggs of the carp ate adhesive, not de­ 
tached like those of the salinonoid, these 
later lying loosely on the ¿round, while the 
former adhere in lumps upon objects on 
which they have talleD. 
As soon as the 
egg has left the body of the fish it swells 
up a little, the mucus which surrounds it 
serving as a means to fasten it upon some 
aquatic plant, stone or brush, aud those 
eggs that have no such 


OBJECT TO CLING TO 
Are lost. 
Says Mr. Hessel again: “ I 
found numerous eggs on the reverse side of 
the leaves of the nymph a: a and their 
stems, the phellaadrium aud utricularia; 
but the greater number of them I dis­ 
covered ou the festuca fluitans, which, 
among fishermen is known generally by the 
name of ‘ water grass.’ 
Its long, narrow, 
strap-shaped, thin leaves spread softly over 
the water’s eurface, as also its numerous 
branches in the water, afford to the tiah the 
sought-for opportunity to deposit its eggs 
upon its tender Laves. 
The seeds of this 
grass are an excellent food for the carp. 
This may be rcgaidedas a uselul indication 
to be acted upoti in the constiuction of 
ponds.” 
The eggs will dtv-cl-ip tfcenmlvi.8 
quickly if in good warm shallow w ater; as 
early as the fifth or sixth day the tirat 
tracts of dusky Bp-ots, the eyes, wiil be 
visitle, and in twelve cr fifteen days the 
little embryo fish will break through its en­ 
velope. 
This rapid development takes 
place only iu thoroughly warm, shallow 
water ; but ia deep, cold water, it will take 
from tw enty to twenty-five days. 
We 
now have the little diminutive beauties to 
consider, and I will spieak of the care of 
them in my next.

Is the South the dairy business u growing rap­ 
idly. 


There are not wanting indications that 
a radical change in the condition o( ¡politi­ 
cal organizations is among the necessities 
of the near future. The decline of party 
morals of Late has been rapid asd uninter­ 
rupted. It may be said that the Democ­ 
racy has had no morals to speak of since 
the close of the rebellion. 
Daring the 
whole of that period the party has been 
obtaining votes under false pretenses. It 
has possessed no principles or convictions. 
It has been in alliance with the worst and 
least tolerable tendencies of the South 
toward brutal suppression of the colored 
vote. It has been in alliance, at the North, 
with the organized corruption of the great 
cities. At every Presidential election it 
has plajel acme new tricks. Abandoning 
all its original doctrines it haa endeavored to 
win Buccess by masquerading in Republican 
professions. It haa deliberately sought to 
be ali things to all men. It has been for 
bard money and honest finance in one 
State, and for inflation and repudiation in 
another. In short the Democratic party 
has for the best part of a generation been 
destitute of everything in the shape of 
probity or principle, and has been nothing 
more respectable than an association of 
plunder-hunters, constantly prepared to 
employ any artifice and subterfuge, re­ 
gardless of its immorality, if it promised 
success at the polls. The infamous act of 
deliberate forgery known as the Morey 
letter was the latest and most conspicuous 
instance of what the Democratic leaders 
are capable of. 
There was a time when the course of the 
Republican party presented a refreshing 
contrast to that of their opponents, but 
that time has gone by. To day it must 
be recognized by the truthful and candid 
observer that there is little choice, as re­ 
gards morals, between the two parties. 
We cannot better illustrate the extent of 
tbs degradation which has befallen the 
once great and noble Republican party than 
by presenting an historical comparison. In 
the closing days of Buchanan’s administra­ 
tion, when the Democratic party liad be­ 
come rotten to the core, and loyalty and 
patriotism and honor and truth were all 
being abandoned and trampled upon to­ 
gether ; at this, the very lowest point 
to which the party sank, the system of 
political assessments was adopted and en­ 
forced. 
Buchanan’s administration per­ 
mitted the Federal employes to be black­ 
mailed for the support of the Democracy ; 
and to-day we find the National Congress­ 
ional Committee circulating documents de­ 
fending their own system of political 
assessments, on the ground, chiefly, that 
the same thing was done under President 
Buchanan. This one episode is sufficient 
to indicate the onormous difference between 
the Republican party of 1S61 and the Re­ 
publican party of 1882. In truth there is 
no point of contact between them, and 
nothing in common but the name. 
The party has never recovered from the 
corruption of Grant's administration. The 
great war statesmen whose virile enenrv 
and single-minded patriotism built so solid 
a fabric of party power, did not suspect 
that they were creating a fortress which 
after they were gone would be seized upon 
and held by guerrillas and lawless advent­ 
urers, whose only object was self-aggran­ 
dizement. But the nation having consent­ 
ed to the creation of this structure in order 
that the more perfect reconstruction of the 
South might be hastened, was slow in dis­ 
covering that the pretense of guarding the 
South was being employed as a disguise for 
proceedings which threatened the liberties 
of the North. The overthrow of Grant’s 
embryo Satrapies rudely shook the con­ 
spirators from their fancied security. But 
by that time their preparations had gone 
so far as to secure the destruction of party 
morals. The spoils system had been so 
extensively applied, and so rigorously, that 
none but uncompromising partisans could 
obtain entrance into political life or public 
employ. Had the scheme of the 306 at 
Chicago been successful, and had Grant 
been elected President a third time, it can­ 
not be doubted that this system would at 
once have been utilized to consolidate all 
power in the hands of the Administration 
and its lieutenants, and to render impos­ 
sible any successful revolt against that 
power. 
But though the plot failed, 
the evil effects of the spoils sys­ 
tem 
continued, 
and 
still 
continue. 
There are no longer any real issues 
bstween the two parties. The Southern 
question has ceased to exist. On the Tariff 
the Democrats at the last Presidential elec­ 
tion declared themselves converts to the 
Republican doctrine. The financial issue 
has been settled for some time to come, 
with the exception of the silver coinage 
phase of it, and upon that neither party 
holds any definite theory. 
Civil Service reform is a living issue, bnt 
both parties are equally unreliable in re­ 
gard to it. In fact it is certain that neither 
of them has the least idea of admitting any 
such reform if they can possibly prevent it. 
There are then no longer any national is­ 
sues. What Prohibition may become be­ 
tween now and the next Presidential elec­ 
tion it is impossible to say, but at all events 
it is clear that at this moment there are no 
material differences between the parties. 
Yet the rancor of partiean politics has not 
abated, nor is it likely to, for when convic­ 
tion and principle are eliminated from these 
contests, the motives which inspire them 
are the lowest and most sordid which can 
animate contention, and they are carried on 
by the least scrupulous and honorable of 
men. By degreeB, almost unperceired by 
the people at large, the basis of patriotism 
which originally underlaid the Republican 
party has been withdrawn, a3 the fir3t 
picture in a dissolving view is gradually 
taken away ; and ju3t as in that case the 
outlines of the succeeding picture are softly 
aud slowly impressed upon the fading lin­ 
eaments of its predecessor, so the regime 
of the demagogues has succeeded to that 
of tho patriots. The question is no longer 
of principles, but of spoils. It is no longer of 
power for the 3ake of guarding liberty, but 
of power for the sake of amassing wealth. 
We have in these days a new class of pol­ 
iticians ; men who seek and care nothing 
for reputation, but who operate in politics 
coolly, calculating what they can sell out 
for when they have attained responsibility. 
A few years ago the Republican^ party 
was the one hope of the country. 
To-day 
the country must look elsewhere for re­ 
form. Not, assuredly, to the Democracy. 
Whatever the degradation of the Republi­ 
cans, that of their opponents is deeper. 
But the painful truth is that the two great 
parties have alike fallen into corruption 
and demoralization, and that they can 
neither ef them afford any hope or help for 
the future. Yet the darkest hour is before 
the dawD. The political situation is so bad 
that it can hardly become worse. Already 
thero arc symptoms of better things. The 
first step towards organization must be the 
purification of Congress, and that can only 
bo accomplished through the enforcement of 
Civil Service reform. 
The spoils system 
depends wholly upon the Congressional 
patronage. 
Break that up, and bad men 


will be excluded from th# national Legis­ 
lature, because they will at once lose the 
instrumentalities by which they succeed 
at present. Iu Boston nearly 3,000 mer­ 
chants and business men have pledged 
themselves not to vote for any member of 
Congresswho will not explicitly declare him­ 
self in favor of Civil Service reform. That 
is a good beginning. When once the peo­ 
ple learn to protect themsleves in that 
way, the end of the spoils system 
will be in sight. And the people will be 
compelled to act in this manner, bec&uce 
national politics are becoming more cor­ 
rupt and dangerous every year. There is 
no relief to be had by changing parties. 
The Democrats are in all respects as un­ 
trustworthy as their opponents, and far 
more hungry. The only means of amend­ 
ment is by destroying the machinery of 
corruption, and rooting out the temptations 
to domagogism. This must be done, and 
until it is done it will be of very little 
consequence what parties profess and pre­ 
tend. It is clear that the prime and in 
fact sole object of both is the spoils, aud 
that both are equally willing to pretend 
anything which they think will help them 
with the voters. In fact we are in a trans­ 
ition period, and the sooner it is over the 
better it will be for the country, for as the 
case stands party politics has ceased to 
possess any moral basis, or to have any in­ 
tellectual apology. 
THE COSIPLAISr O? HEKRY GEORGE 


THE PROHIBITION CONVENTION. 


Henry George has addressed a letter to 
President Arthur, complaining of his arrest 
while traveling in Ireland, and desiring to 
know if the American Government intends 
to take any steps for the protection of its 
citizens abroad. It appears to us that 
Henry George is guilty of something very 
like effrontery in making this complaint, 
for that he of all men has the least right to 
protest against whatever he may have suf­ 
fered at the hands of the British Govern­ 
ment. Being an American, and in no way 
concerned with the affairs of Ireland, he 
nevertheless took it upon himself to be­ 
come a sort of political missionary to that 
country, and choosing for his experiment a 
time of profound and general agitation and 
sedition, he appeared as the advocate of a 
radically communistic doctrine, calculated, 
if it took any hold upon the native mind, 
to increase the prevailing bitterness against 
the Government, to encourage the growing 
disposition not to pay rent, aud to confuse 
the ignorant masses hopelessly in regard to 
the rights of property and the very essence 
of honest dealing between men. 
Mr. 
Gaorgo says that he has been traveling 
through Ireland on legitimate business. We 
do not think the business iu which the 
has been engaged can properly be charac­ 
terized as legitimate. We do not think it 
ii legitimate for any one to tell ignorant 
people that justice requires them to become 
robbers, and that the possessors of land 
have absolutely no rights. Mr. George’s 
doctrine that the State should take all the 
land without compensating the holders, is 
emphatically a dishonest doctrine, aside from 
the fact that it is economically unsound, 
as we showed conclusively when review­ 
ing Mr. George’s book, “ Progress and Pov- 
“ ert7.” But if any man chooses to go 
among an ignorant and excited and already 
disaffected population, preaching such fire­ 
brand doctrines as these, it is not necessary 
for him to affiliate himself with the Land 
League or any other organization, to be en­ 
gaged in an illegitimate occupation. As a 
matter of fact, it has been a constant 
source of surprise that Henry George 
should have been treated so indulgently by 
the Government. Possibly its knowledge 
that his peculiar doctrine was alien to the 
most cherished theories of every Irishman 
as regards property in land, has had some­ 
thing to do with this apparent indifference. 
Even at the last there is nothing to in­ 
dicate that his arrest wa3 the conse­ 
quence of any 
special 
instructions, 
but considering all the circumstances, it 
is easily credible that subordinate au' h Ti­ 
tles might see in thisapcstle of confiscation 
an emissary unfriend’y to the Government. 
Mr. George has chosen his own path in 
life, and if it leads to martyrdom it wi 1 
be his own fault. The scheme of national­ 
ization of land which he is advocating so 
ardently will never be adopted by any 
civiliz.'d people, because it is impracti­ 
cable ; because it has already been tried 
and has failed ; because it is even now 
in operation in more than one part of the 
world, and with conspicuously unsatis­ 
factory results ; and because the principle 
of private propert37 in land underlies mod­ 
ern civilization. No doubt “ Progress aud 
“ Poverty” will continué to be read widely 
for some time to come. So was Rousseau’s 
“ Social Contract." But who pays any at­ 
tention to Rousseau’s theories now, or is 
ever likely to do so again ? The fact is 
that Henry George’s laud doctrine is of no 
use for anything but mischief, and that it 
will not be influential even for that, during 
any considerable period. 


FOLQBR’S PQ8ITI0N. 
If Judge Folger at all resembles the 
other Stalwarts he is not likely to decline 
the nomination for Governor of New York 
merely because two or three forged proxies 
were instrumental in winning that honor 
for him. Apparently it is the “ Half­ 
Breeds” who are clamoring for him to re­ 
sign. We do not bear of any demand to 
that effect from his own faction. 
Of 
course it is not to be supposed that he was 
aware of the frauds which were being prac­ 
ticed in his interest, though if he retains 
a nomination gained by the help of these 
frauds it may be argued that he thereby 
renders himself accountable for, and in 
effect approves, them. The probable an­ 
swer to this will be that he had enough 
votes to nominate him without the forged 
proxies, and that therefore all he has to do 
is to repudiate and denounce the frauds, 
and hold fast to tho nomination. No 
doubt his friends will say that the demand 
for his resignation Í3 a weak invention of 
the enemy, and that he would be very silly 
to pay any attention to it. It will per­ 
haps be remarked by the aforesaid 
enemy 
that since his friends per­ 
petrated the forgeries they cannot be 
expected to condemn them, or to relin­ 
quish any advantage secured through 
them. And it must be admitted that 
there is force in this position. Just so it 
was very illogical to expect the Democratic 
leaders to aid in the tracing of the Morey 
forgery. No man can take a hostile atti­ 
tude in regard to Inch's in which he has 
just participated. H-' may pretend to do 
so, but it will be no more than a pretense. 
Those who have bren capable of forging 
proxies to a Convention are clearly and by 
necessary implication capable of availing 
themselves of all the advantages to be de­ 
rived from those frauds. To suppose that 
they will abandon these advantages merely 
because their frauds have been discovered 
is not reasonable. If, therefore, Judge 
Folger is guiied by the advice of his 
friends—his political friends, that is to 
say—it is not probable that he will re­ 
sign. Whether his refusal to resign will 
or will not injure him with the people cf 
New York, can only be determined after 
the election. 


The iailuro of the attempt to capture 
the Prohibition Convention at Sin Fran­ 
cisco by those who wished to prevent the 
nomination of a full ticket, must be re­ 
garded as indicating that the leaders of the 
movement know what they are doing. The 
arguments employed by the Methodist 
clergymen who appeared to have under­ 
taken the uncongenial business of helping 
out the political tricksters, were singularly 
deficient in cogency. They said that if the 
Convention should nominate a ticket the 
only result would be to elect the Demo­ 
crats. Supposing that this were true, 
however, it does not constitute a valid 
reason for refraining from nomination. 
Wo do not propose in this article to enter 
into any discussion of the wisdom or un­ 
wisdom of tho Prohibition movement, but 
simply to consider what is the best policy 
for a body of men to adopt who have an 
issue iu which they believe strongly, and 
who have failed in their efforts to get what 
they require from the regular party organ­ 
izations. The Methodist clergymen re­ 
ferred to could not pretend seriously that 
the Republican platform was satisfactory 
to them, for to take that position would be 
equivalent to a confession that they had no 
business to be in a Prohibition Conven­ 
tion. What they claimed was that the 
elements upon which alone they could rely 
were found in the Republican party, and 
that they had nothing to hope from the 
Democrats. This is true, but as we shall 
show it does not strengthen their position. 
The policy of the Prohibitionists is to do 
whatever will force the leaders of the Re­ 
publican party to give them what they 
want. Now to acquiesce in the Republi­ 
can platform when it does not satisfy them 
is to reward the politicians who hava be­ 
trayed them, and to justify and encourage 
the same kind of betrayals in the future. 
There is only one way in which the av­ 
erage politician can be convinced of the 
necessity of taking up a new issue, and 
that is by making him understand that he 
will lose votes by not taking it up. So long 
as those who are dissatisfied with platforms 
nevertheless support them, they will never 
secure the reforms they demand. In every 
such case they are convincing the politi­ 
cians of the wisdom of their duplicity, and 
thus postponing the accomplishment of 
their cwn programme. In the State of 
Pennsylvania the Republicans fell into this 
error year after year. They saw that the 
party organization was controlled by cor­ 
rupt men, and that it was being used for 
bad purposes. But they were so afraid of 
putting the Democrats into office that they 
continued to accept the work of the 
“ Bosses,” aud as a consequence the power 
of the latter became greater every year, 
and with their power their audacity and 
profligacy grew in proportion. At last the 
Republican masses could endure the abuses 
of the situation no longer. They rebelled, 
and they held aa independent Convention, 
and nominated a ticket. What was the 
result? The “ regulars” first laughed at 
them ; then grew angry ; then began to ie- 
monstrate ; and at last, fiuding the old ar­ 
guments were useless, humbly offered to 
surrender unconditionally. The Pennsyl­ 
vania Independents steadfastly refused all 
the propositions made them. They were 
resolved to purify the party, at whatever 
sacrifice. And so they are making their 
campaign, and already it is a foregone con­ 
clusión that the “ regulars ” will be igno­ 
miniously defeated. 
It may be regarded as certain that there 
will be reform in the Republican paity of 
Pennsylvania henceforth, but how would 
it have been if the dissatisfied Republicans 
had gone on blindly voting the “ regular” 
ticket, on the stale and stupid plea that 
they could not afford to help the Demo­ 
crats into power ? The plain truth is that 
when demagogues and schemers are in the 
control of a party there is only one way 
to bring them to reason, and that is to 
fight them. 
It is they’ who fear the 
advent to power of tho Democracy, but 
it is only because in such an event the 
spoils will be taken from them. Give them 
reason to believe that they can dodge 
awkward issues with impunity, and they 
will do it every time ; and in the end the 
foolish Republicans who have supported 
them will realize that they would have be-ru 
very much better off had they begun by 
standing firmly for their special purposes. 
There is no room for choice between the 
men who control the two parties. Both sets 
are equally untrustworthy. The real dif­ 
ference consists in the followers of the two 
parties. It is true that the Republican 
party does embrace those elements which 
are favorable to Prohibition. But these 
elements cannot make themselves felt 
while non-eommittal and double-dealing 
platforms are carefully prepared for them. 
Had the Prohibition Convention followed 
the advice of the Methodist clergymen it 
would have had its labor for its pains. As 
it is its ticket will be beaten, but it will 
have given the Republican politicians a 
lesson they will be slow to forget, and 
when they hold another State Convention 
they will be prepared to deal fairly with 
the men who have fought them to such 
purpose. 
A ROYAL TIME. 
The Princess and the Marquis appear to 
be having what may literally be called “ a 
“ royal time ” in British Columbia. The 
colonists, who are, aa in all such cases 
made and provided, more intensely English 
than the English themselves, are perfectly 
wild with rapture over the great boon of 
this visit. Society at Victoria is Btirred to 
its depths. Questions of precedence and 
elique feuds are raging hotly. Deadly en­ 
mities will be the outcome of the present 
festivities, but meanwhile all are on their 
good behavior. This effusive loyally must 
be a great bore to the hereditary rulers 
who are not demoralized by it, and we 
fear there is no room for douot as to its 
mischievous effects upon the people who 
give way to and are proud of it. On the 
whole the democratic spirit of rebellion 
against all artificial cialm3 to deference is 
far more wholesome in its effects upon the 
average hurnau being. 
BLAISE AND MAHON r, 
Blaine is working up an anti-Mahone 
movement in Virginia, and for this he de­ 
serves well of self-respecting Republicans, 
even though his motives may be selfish. 
T ie Mahoce episode has been most dis­ 
graceful to the party, and the Republicans 
in Congress never did a worse thing than 
when they committed the party to the alli­ 
ance with and support of that unscrupu­ 
lous little demagogue an I apostle of repu­ 
diation in its meet shameless form. Any 
movement which antagonizes Mahone and 
ail that he stands for, is to bo commended.

t h e book p ir a íe s . 
It really looks as enough the long-vexed 
controversy over the international copy­ 
right question was at last in a fair way 
toward settlement. The manner in which 
this has come abont, or is coming about, is 
very remarkable. For years the publish, 
era and authors on both sides of the Atlan­ 
tic have been involved in quarrels as to 
their respective interests. 
The publishers 
in both countries, having command of the 
capital, have coerced the authors, who as a 
class are poor. But at last the authors are 
being avenged. The great American pub­ 
lishing houses have loDg resisted an in­ 
ternational copyright law. So long as they 
could steal every new English book, and 
by agreement among themselves escape the 
losses arising from a too profuse dutiestion, 
or could obtain leave to reprint English 
works by paying a trifling royalty to the 
author, they wanted no international copy­ 
right. But at last a fae has arisen among 
these publishers who is creating con­ 
sternation in their ranks. 
Th¡3 • foe 
is neither moio nor less 
than a 
book pirate who laugh all agreements to 
scorn ; who reprints anything that can be 
had ior the stealing ; and who Hoods the 
market with the cheapest of publications. 
This man, George Munro, of New York, is 
printing hundreds cf thousands of ten cent 
copies of all the best English works. 
He is cutting out the Harpers, Appletons, 
and all the rest of the great publishers. 
They have no longer any protection. They 
cannot print any English works in a per­ 
manent form, because he is certain to 
swamp the market with his cheap editions. 
Iu short, tho authors are having a dread­ 
ful vengeance upon their tyrants, aud the 
latter are being placed ia a position from 
which nothing can extricate them but a 
stringent international copyright law. 
Io 
ia ia vain for them to complain. George 
Munro has exactly the same right to steal 
the English books which they have. He 
is no mare of a pirate than they are. 
The only 
difference 
between 
them 
is that 
he 
is 
a 
freebooter who 
does not hesitate to pour broadsides into 
vessels of his own kiud, as well as into 
peaceful merchantmen. 
It is inevitable 
that he will bring the great houses to 
term?, for they must either protect them­ 
selves through a copyright law, or they 
must follow Geirge MuarcA* plan, and 
issue everything iu the cheapest possible 
form. Of cour.e the public aro benefiting 
for the time from the sharp compstiticn. 
It is possible now to pr cure for a few 
cents copies of books wlrch five years ago 
were quite beycn 1 the reach cf the major­ 
ity. Iu fact there will so a ho no books of 
much intrinsic importance which cannot be 
bought by7 almost the poorest people. 
This ia au advantage to the American pub- 
lie, but it indicates a condition of things 
which cannot last. The American pub­ 
lishers, whose occupation George Munro is 
thus taking away, will have to defend 
themrelves against his ruthless and mer­ 
ciless piracies, and they can only do so by 
getting Congress to agree to protect the 
authors as well as the publishers on both 
3¡des of the Atlantic. 


THE MORMON TROCELE. 
As was to have been anticipated, there 
is trouble in Utah over the new arrange­ 
ments, The Mormon office-holders refuse 
to give way to those who have been ap­ 
pointed by the Commissioner?, and though 
applications for writs of mandamus have 
been made, it will probably not be at all 
au easy matter to oust them. It is said 
that they are acting in accordance with 
the instructions of the Mormon Church. 
If this be true it means that the Mormon 
C.larch intends to light the proposed 
changes at every step and in every way 
shir, of actual resistance. Aud it must 
be extremely difficult to overcome such 
revletance, especially in tho outlying parts 
of the Territory. In those places, where 
there are few or no Gentiles, it will be 
al nost impossible to get the Mormons put 
out and the Gentiles put ia. Indeed it 
will be very difficult even at Srlt Like, 
and if the resistance is well organized 
the work of the Commissioners may be 
partially nullified, or at ail events its 
application be seriously delayed. Nor is 
there any remedy for this but patient em­ 
ployment of all the instrumentalities of the 
law. When a whole community is con­ 
tumacious it is impossible to send it to 
prison, or deal with it summarily. It is 
useless to talk of subduing the Mormons 
by force. Any attempt in that direction 
would only make them stronger than ever. 
The problem is a very difficult one, and it 
is questionable whether it is capable of 
solution by any of the devices thus far 
employed.

THE NEMESIS OF THE FORD BROTHERS. 
The Ford brothers, who assassinated 
Jesee James, and who are now exhibiting 
themselves as one of the attractions of a 
New York show, are said to have been 
very much alarmed by the appearance 
among their visitors of the wife of Frank 
James. They believe that Frank James 
has declared his intention to kill them 
both on the first opportunity, and as they 
know Mrs. Frank James to be a very reso­ 
luta aud not particularly law-abiding 
woman, perhaps they suspect her of acting 
as a “ spotter” for her husband in the 
matter. It is by no means improbable 
that they are correct in this surmise. 
Having committed such a deed as they 
have, however, it is inevitable that they 
should carry uneasy consciences. They 
know that they have deserved to be killed, 
and especially by Frank James, and it is 
not surprising that they should be nervous. 
Indeed, we think it highly probable that 
they will sooner or later be shot by either 
relatives or friends of Jesse James, for 
that kind of people cherish blood-feuds 
very carefully, and are not in the habit of 
forgetting or forgiving such injuries as 
the Ford brothers have inflicted upon them. 
And, to speak candidly, we should learn 
that Frank -fames or some of his gang had 
revenged themselves in this way with 
considerable equanimity, for we are con­ 
vinced that the " removal ” of these as­ 
sassins would be very much less demoral, 
izing to society than their continued exhi­ 
bition in the guise of notabilities.

or Deputy, is to succeed. It is rumored 
that this change in the Constitution has 
been made in the interest of General Por­ 
firio Diaz, who intends, as is generally con­ 
cluded, to be the President again, and 
who has practically reduced the constitu­ 
tional machinery to au engine which he 
controls absolutely in his own interest. 
The present chief executive is in failing 
health, and it has been feared that he 
might die suddenly, or be incapacitated by 
his ailmente, aud it was very necessary 
that in the event of his sudden removal the 
succession should fall upon some officer 
who could be trusted by Diaz. ' A short 
time ago it was understood that he had 
made arrangements for putting his father- 
in-law in this position, but according to the 
announcement of tho amendment to the 
Constitution this plan must have been 
changed. Mexico at present is under a 
thoroughgoing “ machine ’1 government, 
despite a great deal oE show of freedom 
and democracy, and it seems by no means 
impossible that it may before long accept 
a dictator who may wish to rule for life. 
Revolutions have gone out of fashion for 
tho moment, and the people are beginning 
to realize that they do not pay. 


A STRANGE CASE, 
It is familiar to moat people that a burning 
question in England for many years has 
been the right of marriage with a deceased 
wife’s sister. Thus far ail attempts to pass 
a law making such marriages legal have 
failed. Every year a bill is introduced to 
the House of Commons, and every year it 
is beaten, but by constantly decrea.ing 
majorities. Meantime marriages with de­ 
ceased wives’ sisters are none the less ar­ 
ranged. 
Usually the parties go abroad 
to have the marriage ceremony performed. 
The English law does not recognize its 
validity, but English society does, and 
public opinion defies the law. Recently 
the wife of a man who had married his 
first wife’s sister died. Iu preparing the 
certificate of her death the husband used 
her married name, but also gave her maiden 
name. Whereupon ho received an angry 
letter from Archdeaeon Phillpotts, accusing 
him cf trying to practice deceit, and cui 
tioning him against any attempt to put the 
married name of his late wife upon her 
tombs'one. Now the husband had not at­ 
tempted to practice deceit. Oa the coa- 
t.-ary, he had been scrupulous to a fault, 
for ho had given both the names in the cer­ 
tificate. The attack upon him was brutal 
and bigoted, and very naturally 
it 
roused his indignation. 
Si he wrote 
back 
to 
the Archdeacon, pointing 
out that the charge preferred against 
him wa? unfounded, and defying the 
ecclesiastic to carry ont his threat of hav­ 
ing him prosecuted for a misdemeanor. 
What the outcome of the case will be re­ 
mains to be seen, but it may be regarded 
as certain that no jury can be impaneled 
in England that will convict a man upon 
so preposterous a charge, even if the law 
should perchance permit such a charge to 
be prosecuted. 
It is, however, highly 
probable that good will come out of the 
folly of the church bigot, for it will stimu­ 
late public sentiment still more against the 
barbarous law which prohibits the most 
natural and judicious of all conceivable 
second marriages, and will thu3 hasten the 
day—already in sight—when the House 
of Commons will pass the ycariy bill re­ 
moving the prohibition from this kind of 
union. 
As for Archdeacon Phillpotts, 
it is evident that he ought to have flourished 
two or three centuries ago, for he is quite 
out of his element iu this tolerant and lib­ 
eral age.

long will it take them now to make up the 
enormous losses they have sustained, and 
what have they to show for their suffer­ 
ings ? As a fact, all they have done is to 
make it very much harder for themselves 
to strike again. Observe, too, that such 
disastrous strikes have been very much 
mors frequent since the workingmen began 
to “ organize.” The truth is that their 
organization has only made them rash, but 
has not added to their intelligence, and 
as a consequence they are every year being 
driven closer to the wall, not merely despite 
of,but actually becaaseof, their organization. 
It is, however, in the matter of drink that 
the most astoDishiDg waste of capital oc­ 
curs. A thousand millions a year are 
spent by the working classes of America 
and Great Britain upon this one thing. 
Is it not, therefore, absolute nonsense to 
say that the poverty and misery of the 
poor are the sole results of the hardheart­ 
edness or injustice of the rich, or of the 
inequalities of the social system ? It is 
demonstrable, as we have shown, that the 
working classes have it in their own power 
to secure themselves from waat indefi­ 
nitely. If they will not use their earn­ 
ings prudently : if they will squander so 
large a proportion of their capital ; the re­ 
sponsibility must be their own. Society 
cannot help those who will not help them­ 
selves. But it is essential that the truth 
of the situation should be made knowD, 
inasmuch as nothing encourages shiftless­ 
ness and pauperism so greatly as the notion 
that theso conditions are somehow the re­ 
sult of external and altogether remote in­ 
fluences, over which the victim can exer­ 
cise no control. O a the other hand, there 
is nothing so stimulating as to make men 
understand that their condition in life de­ 
pends upon themseives; that the world 
neither owes nor vrili pay them anything 
they do not earn ; and that they must not 
complain of poverty so long as they volun­ 
tarily squander in unnecessary and even 
injurious things the capital which, if ju­ 
diciously invested, would make them inde­ 
pendently comfortable. 


take any interest in the matter, and Lsgi*. 
lature after Legislature haa been v»-¡¿-» 
urged to take some action in the 
iaes. If either or both of the two parties 
had inserted in their platforms a plank de­ 
manding the preservation of our forests, it 
would have been worth all the rest put 
together. 
But the destruction of the 
forests happens to be a genuine issue, and 
our politicians are at present only inter­ 
ested in sham ones. Representations like 
those of Professor Sargent will attract at­ 
tention for the moment, and excite journal­ 
istic discussion. But the great, greedy, 
reckless and unscrupulous interest which 
is concerned in defeating all protective 
legislation will be at hand whenever any 
real reform is threatened, and Congress 
will, we fear, follow the precedents al­ 
ready established, and refer the matter to 
a committee which will proceed to stifle 
the inquiry. So far nothing has been ac­ 
complished in the fine of remedies, and 
the indications are that the next genera­ 
tion will havs ample cause for objurgating 
the selfishness and blindness of the present 
one in this regard.

TURKEY’S &KXILTY. 


The fire in the ammunition train at Cairo 
appears to have been incendiary in its 
origin, and from the fact that two men 
have beeu caught trying to set fire to build­ 
ings in the same city, it is evident that the 
necessity for a strong military force on the 
ground h.a3 by no mean3 ceased, and that 
it would be a disastrous piece of folly to 
withdraw the Eaglieh troops yet. The 
London Times states, as by authority, that 
the Government has determined to keep 
twelve thousand troops iu Egypt for the 
present; which means, we presume, until 
the whole question of the future govern­ 
ment of the c.untry has been settled. It 
may perhaps be questioned whether this 
contingent ia sufficient, though the gria7 
prestige which the British troop3 have ac­ 
quired will no doubt largely reinforce their 
potentiality for some time to come. It is 
to be hoped that no mistake will be made 
in selecting a commander for the troops 
that are to occupy Egypt, for a blunder 
there might have very serious results. The 
best accounts continue to be received from 
the country districts, where the Fellaheen 
who had been impressed into Arabi’s army 
are eagerly and thankfully returning to 
their farms, and putting off all thoughts of 
lighting with their uniforms. There will be 
no trouble except with the rabble of Cairo 
and Alexandria, and the mob can be easily 
overawed and kept in good behavior by the 
exhibition of a determined attitude on the 
part of the occnpyiog force. After a few 
weeks probibly all danger of further law­ 
lessness will pass away. 


ThePorte haa addressed a note to England 
asking when the British array will evacuate 
Egypt. aad suggesting the propriety of au 
immediate exit from the Delta. It is net 
likely that the English Government will 
pay any attention to this demand. The 
Porte has no longer any authority in Egypt. 
Its conduct during the rebellion of Ara'oi 
was snch as to warrant the suspicion that 
it desired the success of the rebel chief. 
Nor is it true that there is no longer any 
demand for an English army in Egypt. 
There is a great necessity for such au army 
there, and will be for at least several 
months to come, and in fact until a stable 
government has been established. Nothing 
can be more certain than that if the En­ 
glish army were suddenly withdrawn the 
disbanded Egyptian soldiers would at once 
inaugurate a condition of brigandage, even 
if a new effort was not made to overth o v 
the Khedive. The latter has failed to 
govern the country, and it may be neces­ 
sary to supersede him, but until all such 
questions are arranged, and peace and law 
and order are firmly established, it would 
be almost a criminal blunder for Gladstone 
to consent to withdraw the army. It is 
equally necessary to keep it in Egypt until 
the European Conference haa met and 
acted, for possession is nine points of the 
law, even between nations, and Great 
Britain will be able to carry her points 
much more easily if she holds Cairo and 
Alexandria and the Suez Canal and the 
adjacent waters with her army and navy, 
while the discussion is pending as to what 
j shall be done with tho country.

AN OMISOU3 NOTE. 


The methods employed by the “ ma- 
“ chine ” Rspublicans at Saratoga appears 
to have been such as might have gladdened 
the heart of the author of the Morey letter. 
At least two forged dispatches were sent to 
delegates for tho purpose of inducing 
them to give proxies to men who were 
prepared to betray them. Both these in­ 
famous tricks appear to have succeeded, 
and in this way the “ Stalwarts ” captured 
two votes. Ttuly it must be said that 
the “ machine” politicians have adopted a 
code of ethics which would not be found 
too severe even in a Convention of pick­ 
pockets or professional thieves ; and what 
is still more significant, they seem actually 
proud c.f their rascality. 


STRANGE USE FCR A CHURCH. 
The congregation of a Baptist Church in 
Virginia has been startled by the occurrence 
during service of a deadly combat with 
pistols between two of the congregation. 
It docs not appear whether the members 
were Deacons, but it does appear that they 
succeeded in killing one another then and 
there. Episodes of this character would 
seem to show that the Virginia Baptists 
ought to leave their revolvers in the vestry 
when they go to church, or at least that 
thsy should refrain from settling their 
blood-feuds until after the singing of the 
Doxology. Such interruptions of the ser­ 
vice are very indecorous, and iudicate, as 
some may think, mistaken views on reli­ 
gion generally.

THK WASTE OF CIViLTZATION.

When the Senate 
is not in session the President of the Per­ 
manent Committee, alternately a Senator 


There goes up a constant lament ever 
the misery of the poor. There is a class 
of writers who delight in asserting that 
the rich are growing richer and tho poor 
poorer. Yet it ia aa undeniable truth that 
the civilized world waxtes and squanders 
annually an amount of capital which, if 
funded, would io less than ten years ren­ 
der pauperism and destitution impossible. 
It is a cautious estimate that in the United 
States and Europe 81,.">00,000,000 annu­ 
ally aro thus wer.c than thrown away. 
Of this immense amount two-thirds is 
expended upon drink. Of the remaining 
third a very large proportion is lost 
through ignorance, prejudice, obstinate 
vice, or stupid luxury. And it is a specially 
significant fact that the poorer the classes 
the larger in proportion is the amount of 
capital thus wasted by them. The extrav­ 
agance of the p >or indeed ia almost proverb­ 
ial, but it ia seidom seen so clearly as when 
we analyze the statistics of expenditure 
and waete. Tho working classes have for 
many centuries been burmng their candle 
at both ends, in truth, and when tho ster­ 
eotyped absurdities about tho “ oppression” 
of these classes are enumerated, it is a 
wholesome time to reflect upon such facts 
as we are treating of. 
Take the one 
item of strike s. Docs anyone begin to realize 
how much capital is wasted in these move­ 
ments every year ? Considerithat they occur 
annually in great numbers ; that not nnf re- 
quently from fifty thousand to a hundred 
aud fifty thousand men and women arc out 
of work at one time, and for weeks or 
months together; that their labor is lost 
alike to production and to themselves. 
Here, for example, is the latest strike fail- 
are, that of the Pittsburg puddlers, namely. 
They were out of work 116 days, and the 
loss to them in wages is between §8,000,000 
aud §10,000,000 ; and after all they have 
had to abandon all their demands and sue 
for employment on the old terme. How 


Lesseps is evidently becoming alarmed 
about the Suez Canal. The London papers 
having suggested that it would he practi­ 
cable to neutralize it by building a second 
canal, he replies that the company has the 
exclusive right to construct such a canal 
for ninety-nine years. 
Upon this the 
Times observes that the validity of this 
claim is by no means certain, and perhaps 
when M. de Lessepa comes to consider the 
situation more carefully he may reach 
the same conclusion. For it is evident that 
the claim depends altogether upon the au­ 
thority of the Khedive, and that if that 
authority ceases to be independent, and 
becomes virtually nothing more than au ex­ 
pression of British policy7, the monopoly 
proposition is liable to be very7 seriously7 
questioned. In fact M. de Leasep? and his 
canal are completely at the mercy ef Eng­ 
land. Ho ha3 nothing to expect from his 
ow'n Government. And since the English 
traffic through the canal is about three- 
fourths of the whole traffic, and since the 
English Government owns 176,000 shares 
in the canal, it can easily find pracrioally 
unanswerable argumente for assuming a 
control over the canal which will change its 
nationality and leave its proj 7ctors only a 
mercantile profit on their propertv inter 
est. An! the remarks of the Times may 
possibly7 point to a contemplated change of 
this nature. 


THE PROTECTION OF FORESTS 
Professor Charles Sargent contributes to 
the North American Reviese a very impor­ 
tant and interesting paper, entitled “ The 
"Protection of Forests.” In it he goes 
over the ground which tho R ecord U nion* 
has so often travers.-d, showing with what 
startling rapidity and recklessness the for­ 
ests of this continent are being consumed, 
and demonstrating the nxture an 1 exlent 
cf the evils which mu3t follow unie. s t-hia 
waste is btopped. We confess to a fceliag 
of great di«con7ageraent on this subj -. 
We have carefully observed the cour-e of 
argument, discussion, legislation, u .. n 
the forest issue, and iiave seen how, y oar 
after year, despite tne most urgent and 
powerful representations, Congress and the 
State Governments have altogether ignored 
the question, or proposed remedies which 
faiied to touch it. Meantime the waste of 
timber has gone on without a check, and it 
has even increased. In this State at the 
present time the most infamous deeds are 
done to our forests. A few days ago w 
were informed that in tho Northern Sierra 
a belt of timber fourteen miles long and 
two wide has been destroyed for tb* sake of a 
resinous exudation, employed in the manu­ 
facture of a certain quack medicine, ii'-e- 
where the finCBt sugar pines are being 
ruthlessly cnt down in order to procure 
from each a few bundles of shakes. The 
shake-makers, in fact, have long been the 
most wanton and incorrigible destroyers 
of pine timber. Bui it Í3 qnite useless to 
publijh the3s things. 
Nothing1 is ev’er 
done to prevent them. The G meral Go\ 
ernment will cot protect the forests, and 
the State Governments cannot. Some years 
ago it was pioposed to turn over the control 
of them to the States, oa condition that 
they were preserved, but no doubt the 
lumber interest went into the lobby at 
Washington, and ihe scheme was rejected. 
California has, perhaps, more to appre- 
bend from tlm complete destruction of her 
; forest growth than any other State in the 
! Union, yet her people do not appear t«

Banner of Cultivation—Early Elstory— 
Visit to Some Eop Ranches. 
It is a'moit unnecessary t > state that tbs 
principal use to which hop* ar j put is iu the 
manufacture of malt liquors. 
B .-aides this, 
they have a reputalijn in medical prac­ 
tice as a tonic, and as an external appli­ 
cation to swellings and parts affected by pair. 
W ithin the past few years hop-gnwing on 
the Pacific coast bas become an industry of 
considerable importance. 
In order to be 
cultivated successfully they should be pjanted 
in a light sandy soil neatly free from alkali. 
After cultivating the soil to a depth of twelve 
or fourteen inches the.seedlings are set in 
rows and hills like corn. 
The rows are about 
seven feet apart, and the bills about the same 
diet-nee from each other as tha width between 
the i own 
Tne seedlings are the tuberous 
roots of older vines. 
They are cut about six 
inches in length, and in appearance very 
much resemhu swest p it atoes, and with or­ 
dinary cars they may be transported any dis­ 
tance. Tnrse or four of the ee are placed in 
each hill. 
Da the Pacific coast this planliog 
takes place about the middle of March ; in 
colder regions as eariy iu the spring as the 
frost v, ili permit the working of the toil.

EARLY CALIFORNIA HISTORY. 
Daniel Flint, the pioneer hop-growcr c>f the 
Pacific coast,, gives the following in regard to 
the early iff r.s iu the direction of hop-raising : 
He b gan the business in 185S on a : mall 
ranch one an l a half miles from Sacramento, 
od "he Riverside ro a 1.

c nslsted of one and a half acres.

which are the commercial hops.

Iu 1863 he raised from six and a 
na'f acres 11,792 pounds. 
He inert need the

til the crop in 1874 : ea -l.e 1 88,000 pounds. 
I t tha following year he leased some land cn 
the north side of the Am ericio river, opposbe 
this ritv. 
Here by 1880 he had cleared and 
planted in vines about fifteen acres-, w hich in tbe 
spring of th at year was buried in debris fo 
dveply th at it had to be abandoned. 
He 
then moved further up the American river, 
on the same side, where he now has, in com­ 
pany with Fay Raymond, twenty-eight acres 
under cultivation. 
For several years it was 
a most impassible to dispo te of hops ra'eed 
on this coast, ns all th at were tis.d had been 
importe 1 heretofore, and not being as strorg 
a ; the fresh ones raised here, the brewers did 
n >t understand the using of their.

Y ard” va i greater than M r F lin t could su; - 
ply. W hen M r. F linthadeieirlydeiroosiratid 
the pr ictici bility of raising hops in this section 
others from year to year engagea in the busi­ 
ness.

This evil is especially preva­ 
lent m the Chinese quarter. 
“ T hat Sacramento has tscaprd disastrous 
c irfl igrrtious,” says the Chief, “ for years is 
owing mainly to a fortunate combination of 
circumstances.

In th ese gardens of th e fun N atu re has 
outdone herself in comb-.uing th e condi 
tions of ease and riches. 
T he soil is ev ery­ 
w here fertile and 
w ell-w atered, and at 
every stage of elevation required b y the 
varieties of tropical products, and th e con­ 
tours of the 5ti0 islands are indented by 
deep, sheltered harbors and arm s of the 
sea, affording cheap access by w ater to all 
th e centres of production. 
T he islands are 
inhabited 
by a s m i-civilized, docile and 
m oderately 
industrious 
race, 
of M alay 
origin, num bering about G.0 0 0 0 0 0 soul». 
T he Spaniards have occupied th e islands 
for 300 years, and have had every opportu­ 
n ity during th a t tim e of show ing w hat they 
could m ake of them . 
Their adm inistration 
m ay be su ccinctly and not very inaccurate­ 
ly sum m ed up in th is— they have done 
ev ery th in g they ought not to have done, 
and loft alone everyth in g th ey ought to 
have done. 
T o e true aborigines of th e P hilippines 
are not the 0,000,000 of M alayan Indians. 
In th e m ountains and the less habitable 
parts of th e irlands are several tribes of 
savages w ho have not been brought w ithin 
th e governm ent of the priestB. 
T he N e­ 
gritos are w o illy-headed people of the true 
A frican type, w ho live oa roots and w ild 
fru it w hich require no labor. 
T h ey are 
harm less and docile. 
T he Iggrotos, 
a 
straight-haired tribe, fierce and untam able, 
in h abitin g still more rem ote parts of the 
jungle, are very little known to th e Span­ 
iards. 
Indeed, w ith the exception of the 
island of Luzor, the Philippines rem ain a 
virtually uuexplored country. 
T oe “ Indians,” as the Spaniards call 
th e natives, are a fine race, endow ed w ith 
th e lighter graep: which form su ch a pleas­ 
ing feature in the Bcrm ese and Japanese, 
in w ide contrast w ith the solem nity of the 
n ative of th e Indian peninsula on the one 
hand aud th e prosaic, toiling Chinese on 
th e other. 
These Spanish Indians are pas­ 
sionately fond of dress aud personal deco­ 
ration, and are given to pleasure. 
T o a 
certain point th ey w ill work, but they are 
im provident and devoid of am bition, spend 
ing theiv earnings freely and taking no 
th o u g h t for the morrow. 
Their necessary 
w ants !>• ing infioitesim aily sm all, a poor 
m em ber of a fam ily is no appreciable bur­ 
den, and consequently them are no sigas 
of 
poverty or pauperism am ong therm

udder of cow s. 
M ilking ts not a pleasant 
occupation to m ost persons, and there are 
other reasons that m ake it desirable to do 
th e work by th e aid of a m schine. 
No 
person can m ilk mr-re than an hour at a 
tim e w ithout becom ing fatigued, aud, as a 
consequence, it is nects=ary to krep a largo 
num ber of m ilkers oa a large dairy farm. 
It is often d.fficuit to 
furnish profitable 
occupation for them during m ost of the 
day. T he N a tion al Ijive tilocl: J o u rn a lrug- 
gests that the correct principle has never 
been em ployed iu 
the construction of a 
m ilk in g m achine, and says : 
“ The ques­ 
tion w hich Í3 often asked, w h eth er there is 
a m ilking m achine w hich successfully takes 
th e place of haud-m iiking, m ay y et be an­ 
sw ered in the negative, and 
very lik ely 
w ill continue to be so answered for som e 
tim e to com e. 
I t certainly w ill be an­ 
sw ered n egatively until the efforts of in­ 
ven tive genius arc turned in som e other d i­ 
rection than the vain attem pt to devise 
som e m achine w hich w ill successfully im i­ 
ta te the Bucking of a calf. 
Though every 
inventor h is seem ed to hold th is before his 
m ind’s eye as the m odel to work up to, ú 
is not w hat is w anted. 
Such an accom ­ 
plishm ent w ould only tend to carry the 
cow back tow ard a state of nature, and to 
reduce her artificially developed udder and 
her unnaturally large yield of m ilk to their 
naturally dim inutive capacity. 
T he su ck ­ 
ing of a calf m ay exh au st th e m ilk from 
th e udder sooner than the Luman hand, 
but it has never, even when accom panied 
w ith the m ost luxuriant pasturage, proved 
efficacious in developing au increase of size 
or energy 
in 
th e m amm ary glands 
of 
its 
dam, 
nor 
in 
m aintaining 
them 
w hen 
b y other 
means developed, but, 
on th e contrary, has dim inished them . 
\ \ henever 
good 
m ilking 
stock 
has 
turned out upon the pirairics, and th e cow s 
have suckled their calves, they have in va­ 
riably reverted toward the primary condi­ 
tion of w ild cattle, iu w hich their m ilk is 
dim inutive. 
The sam e tendency has been 
observed w henever breeders have turned 
calves w ith cow s, other than their dams, to 
nurse. 
Though not the only agent iu d e­ 
veloping energy in 
m ammary secretions, 
feed and other treatm ent being also neces­ 
sary, the gentle m anipulations of the h um m 
hand in extracting m ilk have proved a sine 
<ju a non in bringing out the high results 
w hich have been obtained. It is not, there­ 
fore th e sucking of a calf, nor punching 
th e udder w ith the calf's head, th a t is re­ 
quired to be im itated in a m ilking m achine, 
b u t hand-m ilkiDg. 
This m ay be more d if­ 
ficu lt than to im itate sucking, but it is 
not an im possibility. 
The irregular m ani­ 
pulations in k n itting, which would seem 
m uch m ote difficult to copy thaa m ilking, 
have been com pletely m astered, and cer­ 
tain ly th e m ore system atic m otions in hand- 
m ilk m g ought to be overcom e.”

Such w’as his m uscular strength 
that by th e m ere pressure of his knees he 
could m ake his charger groan and svvea- ; 
in the use of the sw ord he rivaled the sk ill 
of S alid in . 
To a quick and vivid in telli­ 
gence he united a heart w hich, as the 
chronicler puts it, was " o f w a x ” to all 
virtuous 
im pressions ; 
a sensitive con­ 
science, an austere horror of vice, and an 
ardent zeal for th e faith of Christ.

this bright and noble young figure was in ­ 
volved in a dusky atm osphere of stlf-d elu - 
tion, hannted by visions of insensate am bi­ 
tion, and im penetrable to ligh t save of the 
iy in f a t uiu kind.

— I AS- pfm cfry'h'Tn CTtig*gfcg; Trrr— «4 ' I I o'hen- 
wald was the iraid that surrounded the 
town on three sides, the Farst possessing 
either the soil or exclusive sportirg rights 
for a radius of many miles. 
The i taid con­ 
sisted of woods of beech, oak and fir, cov­ 
ering all the higher parts of the great roll­ 
ing hills, and intersected by a few regular 
roads, as well as by grass rides innumer­ 
able. 
Tne ober-forstrr* (head foresters) in 
charge had lodges in their various districts, 
sometimes containing rooms for tae use of 
the Furst. Here and there were built stone 
summer-houses, “ gazeehos,” and towers 
for the purposes of shelter, sylvan banquet­ 
ing, or to command views of special pic­ 
turesqueness. 
At the time of year (Sep­ 
tember) that I was at Hohenwald, the 
Furat confined his efforts almost entirely to 
the deer-forest par excelltnce, a tract of 
wood broken into large glades, and measur­ 
ing some twelve or fifteen miles round. 
Ttiis was fenced with a high paling of split 
timber, aud preserved with great strictness. 
Here was the abode of the hock wild, a red 
deer much like our Scotch stag, only some­ 
what more developed, as became the deni­ 
zen of fatter pastures than the Highland 
corries. 
The chase of the hoch wild is sur- 
iounded with a good deal of dignity and 
pomp, no one being ailowedto follow it but 
t le great man kim n l;, or persons specially 
invited. 
Its d ffuultiea and discomforts, 
also, are lessened as much as possible for 
noble sportsmen by the arrangement of the 
wald, which is laid out in a way that 
to English notions seem a little one sided. 
Every 
glade of any sizi has one or 
more curious timber structures cilied horJi. 
adze, ccn.isting of a small chamber raised 
about tw enty feet from the ground, aud 
much resembling, except that they are on 
dry land, tli- lake dwellings of our remote 
ancestors. 
These erections usually stand 
near the edge3 of the glades, but the ap­ 
proach to them is always carefully masked 
by bushes cr hedges contrived for the 
parpas». 
I’resing between these conve­ 
nient screens the adventurousya./ej- reaches 
the hoch ritze by mounting a covered stair­ 
case, coated with thick felt. 
His exertions 
arc now over, for he has nothing more to 
do but sit in the chamber, as if in his 
box at the opera, and pot the “ beasts” 
when they come out to feed. 
Besides 
these hoch -dtzex, various other facilities 
are afforded to the sportsman, such as 
masked paths leading to likely openings, 
loop holed ramparts, or small embrasures 
■A hornbeam, commanding the ordinary 
haunts of the game. 
I’aths are also cut 
o nverging to points of vantage, where the 
shooter is stationed when the wood is 
driven. 
Into this territory the Furst com­ 
monly made two visits daily, driving off 
after breakfast about 11, or after dinner 
about 5. accompanied by his led, jager and 
the o!» r fo rth r of the district. 
His car­ 
riage would laud him near the scene of 
his sport, and he could then, according 
to the time of day or his inclination, 
patronize a hoch-cilzc, or statiou hitnself 
in a likely place for a drive. 
When these 
raids resulted in more venison than was 
wanted for the xcklass, the residue wa3 
sold to the citizens, and excellent was the 
hirsch ragout th at my good hostess com­ 
pounded therefrom.—[Blackwood’s Mega 
zine.
